CONGRESS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Bboun  and  held  at  the  Capitol,  in  the  city  of  Washington,  in  the 
District  of  Columbia,  on  Monaay,  the  sixth  day  of  December,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two,  and  in  the 
seventy-seventh  year  of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States,  being 
the  Second  Session  of  the  Thibty-secoxd  Congress,  held  under  the 
constitution  of  the  government  of  the  United  States. 

On  which  day,  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States  for  the  meeting  of  Congress,  Linn  Boyd,  the  Speaker,  one  of 
the  representatives  from  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  the  iollowing 
named  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  appeared  and  took 
their  seats,  viz:

Two  new  members  appeared,  were  sworn  to  support  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States,  and  took  their  seats,  viz: 

From  the  State  of  Vir^nia — Sherrard  Clemens,  in  the  place  of  George 
W.  'Thompson,  resigned. 

From  the  State  of  Kentuchf — William  Preston,  in  the  place  of  Hum- 
phrey Marshall,  resigned. 

Joseph  Lane,  a  delegate  from  the  Territory  of  Oregon ;  Richard 
H.  Weightman,  a  delegate  from  tlie  Territorjr  of  New  Mexico;  and 
John  M.  Bemhisel,  a  delegate  from  the  Territory  of  Utah,  also  ap- 
peared and  took  their  seats. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  (Jeorge  W.  Jones, 

Ordered^  That  a  message  be  sent  to  the  Senate,  informing  that  body 
that  a  quorum  of  the  House  of  Representatives  is  assembled,  and  ready 
to  proceed  to  business ;  and  that  the  Clerk  go  with  the  said  message. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  George  W.  Jones, 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  be  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  House, 
to  join  such  committee  as  may  be  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  Senate, 
to  wait  on  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  to  inform  him  that  a 
quorum  of  the  two  houses  is  now  in  session,  and  that  Congress  are  ready 
to  receive  any  communication  he  may  be  pleased  to  madke. 

Mr.  George  W.  Jones,  Mr.  Haven,  and  Mr.  Robbins  were  appointed 
of  said  committee  on  the  part  of  the  House. 

A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Dickins,  their  Secretary : 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  Senate  have  adopted  a  resolution  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee,  jointly  with  the  committee  ap|X)inted  on  the  part 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  to  wait  on  the  President  of  the  United 
Slates,  and  inform  him  that  a  quorum  of  each  house  has  assembled, 
and  that  Congress  are  ready  to  receive  any  communication  he  may  be 
pleased  to  mSte;  and  have  appointed  Mr.  Bright  and  Mr.  Davis  of  said 
committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate. 

And  then  he  withdrew. 

Mn  Sutherland  submitted  the  following  resolution,  viz: 

Resolved^  That  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  immediately  after  the  passage 
rfthis  resolution,  place  in  a  box  the  name  of  each  member  and  delegate 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  on  a  separate  piece  of  paper;  that  he 
then  proceed,  in  presence  of  the  House,  to  draw  from  said  box,  one  at 
a  time,  the  said  pieces  of  paper ;  and  as  each  is  drawm,  he  shall 
announce  the  name  of  the  memfcer  or  delegate  upon  it,  who  shall  then 
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choose  his  seat  for  the  present  session:  Providedj  That  before  said 
drawing  shall  commence,  the  Speaker  shall  cause  every  seat  to  be 
vacated,  and  shall  see  that  every  seat  continues  vacant  until  it  is  se- 
lected under  this  order. 

The  same  having  been  read, 

Mr.  Sutherland  moved  the  previous  question; 

Pending  which, 

Mr.  Freeman  moved  that  the  said  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table ; 
which  motion  was  disagreed  to. 

The  question  then  recurring  on  the  demand  for  the  previous  question, 
it  was  seconded,  and  the  main  question  ordered  ana  put;  and,  under 
the  operation  thereoii  the  said  resolution  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Briggs  moved  that  the  vote  last  taken  be  reconsidered;  and  also 
moved  that  the  motion  to  reconsider  be  laid  on  the  table;  which  latter 
motion  was  agreed  to. 

The  Clerk  thereupon  proceeded  to  execute  the  said  order;  which 
being  complied  with, 

Mr.  Richardson  submitted  the  followine  resolution,  viz: 

Besolvedj  That  the  daily  hour  to  which  this  House  shall  stand  ad- 
journed be  12  o'clock  m.,  until  otherwise  ordered. 

Mr.  Skelton  moved  to  amend  the  same,  by  striking  out  "  12  o'clock 
m.,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  "11  o'clock  a.  m.;"  which  motion 
was  disagreed  to. 

The  question  then  recurred  on  the  resolution  submitted  by  Mr. 
Richardson; 

And  being  put, 

It  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Stuart  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  so  as  to  enable  him 
to  submit  the  following  resolution,  viz: 

Resolvedj  That  after  the  expiration  of  the  morning  hour  each  day,  the 
House  shall  proceed  to  the  consideration  of  the  business  on  the  Speaker's 
table  for  one  hour,  until  all  business  thereon  shall  be  appropriately  re- 
ferred, or  otherwise  disposed  of. 

And  the  question  being  put, 

It  was  decided  in  the  negative ;  two-thirds  not  voting  in  favor  thereof. 

Mr.  Lane,  the  rules  having  been  suspended  for  that  purpose,  sub- 
mitted the  following  resolution;  which  was  read,  considered,  and 
agreed  to,  viz: 

Resolvcdj  That  the  Committee  on  Territories  (when  appointed)  be 
requested  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  dividing  Oregon  Territory, 
and  forming  a  new  Territory  north  of  the  Columbia  river,  by  the  name 
of  Columbia  Territory,  with  leave  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

Mr.  Cobb  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  so  as  to  enable  him  to 
move  that  the  bill  of  the  House  (No»  74)  "to  reduce  and  graduate  the 
price  of  public  lands  to  actual  settlers  and  cultivators,"  be  made  a 
special  order  for  the  first  Tuesday  in  January  next;  which  motion  was 
disagreed  to;  two-thirds  not  voting  in  favor  thereof. 

Mr.  Lane,  by  unanimous  consent,  introduced  a  bill  (No.  326)  "to 
provide  for  the  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  Willamette  river, 
m  Oregon  Territory ;"  which  was  read  a  first  and  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Conmierce,  (when  appointed.) 
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Mr.  Clingman  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  so  as  to  enable 
him  to  move  that  so  much  of  the  rules  as  authorizes  the  calling  of 
States  for  petitions  be  rescinded. 

And  the  question  being  put, 

It  was  decided  in  the  negative;  two-thirds  not  voting  in  favor 
thereof. 

The  regular  order  of  business  having  been  called  for, 

The  Speaker  proceeded  to  call  the  States  for  petitions,  beginning 
with  the  State  of  Maine. 

No  petitions  being  presented  under  the  said  call,  and  no  committees 
having  been  appointed, 

The  Speaker  next  proceeded  to  call  the  States  for  resolutions, 
beginning  with  the  State  of  Maine ;  when 

Mr.  Florence  submitted  the  following  resolution,  viz : 

Resolvedf  (the  Senate  concurring,)  That  two  Chaplains  be  elected — 
<me  by  the  Senate,  and  the  other  by  the  House  of  Representatives ; 
and  that  they  officiate  alternately  during  die  present  session  of  Con- 


The  same  having  been  read, 

Mr.  Alexander  H.  Stephens  moved  the  previous  question ;  which 
was  seconded,  and  the  main  question  ordered  and  put,  viz :  Will  the 
House  agree  thereto? 

And  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

Ordered^  That  the  Clerk  acquaint  the  Senate  therewith. 

Mr.  Hall  gave  notice,  under  the  rule,  of  his  intention  to  move  for 
leave  to  introduce  a  bill  to  organize  the  territory  of  Platte. 

Mr.  Cable  also  gave  notice,  under  the  rule,  of  his  intention  to  move 
for  leave  to  introduce  a  bill  to  encourage  agriculture  and  secure  homes 
to  the  landless. 

Mr.  George  W.  Jones,  from  the  joint  committee  appointed  to  wait 
on  the  President,  reported  that  the  committee  had  discharged  the 
duties  imposed  upon  them,  and  that  the  President  had  informed  them 
that  he  would  make  a  communication  in  writing  to  the  two  houses 
immediately ; 

And  thereupon, 

A  message,  in  writing,  was  received  from  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  Millard  P.  Fillmore,  his  private  secretary ;  which  was  read, 
aod  is  as  follows,  viz : 

Fdlow-citizens  of  the  Senate 

and  of  the  Home  of  Representatives: 

The  brief  space  which  has  elapsed  since  the  close  of  your  last  ses- 
sion has  been  marked  by  no  extraordinary  political  event.  The  quad- 
rennial election  of  Chief  Magistrate  has  passed  off  with  less  than  the 
usual  excitement.  However  individuals  and  parties  may  have  been 
disappointed  in  the  result,  it  is,  nevertheless,  a  subject  of  national  con- 
gratulation that  the  choice  has  been  effected  by  the  independent  suf* 
frages  of  a  free  people,  undisturbed  by  those  influences  which  in  other 
countries  have  too  often  affected  the  purity  of  popular  elections. 

Our  grateful  thanks  are  due,to  an  All-merciful  Providence,  not  only 
for  staying  the  pesulence  which,  in  different  forms,  has  desolated  some 
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of  our  cities,  but  for  crowning  the  labors  of  the  husbandman  with  an 
abundant  harvest,,  and  the  nation  generally  with  the  blessings  of  peace 
and  prosperity. 

Within  a  few  weeks,  the  public  mind  has  been  deeply  affected  by 
the  death  of  Daniel  Webster,  filling,  at  his  decease,  the  office  of  Sec- 
retary of  State.  His  associates  in  the  executive  government  have  sin- 
cerely sympathized  with  his  family  and  the  public  generally  on  this 
mournful  occasion.    His  commandmg  talents,  his  great  political  and 

J)rofessional  eminence,  his  well-tried  patriotism,  and  nis  long  and  faitb- 
ul  services,  in  the  most  important  public  trusts,  have  caused  his  death 
to  be  lamented  throughout  the  country,  and  have  earned  for  him  a 
lasting  place  in  our  history. 

In  the  course  of  the  last  summer,  considerable  anxiety  was  caused, 
for  a  short  time,  by  an  official  intimation  from  the  govenwnent  of  Great 
Britain  that  orders  had  been  given  for  the  protection  of  the  fisheries 
upon  the  coasts  of  the  British  provinces  in  North  America  against  the 
alleged  encroachments  of  the  nshing-vessels  of  the  United  States  and 
France.  The  shortness  of  this  notice,  and  the  season  of  the  year, 
seemed  to  make  it  a  matter  of  urgent  importance.  It  was  at  first 
apprehended  that  an  increased  navaJ  force  had  been  ordered  to  the 
fishing-grounds  to  carry  into  effect  the  British  interpretation  of  those 
provisions  in  the  convention  of  1818  in  reference  to  the  true  intent  of 
which  the  two  governments  differ.  It  was  soon  discovered  that  such 
was  not  the  design  of  Great  Britain;  and  satisfactory  explanations  of 
tlie  real  objects  of  the  measure  have  been  given,  both  here  and  in 
London. 

The  unadjusted  difference,  however,  between  the  two  governments, 
as  to  the  interpretation  ol  the  first  article  of  the  convention  of  1818,  is 
stfll  a  matter  of  importance,  American  fishing-vessels,  within  nine  or 
ten  years,  have  been  excluded  from  waters  to  which  they  had  free 
access  for  twenty-five  years  after  the  negotiation  of  the  treaty.  In 
1845  this  exclusion  was  relaxed  so  far  as  concerns  the  Bay  of  Fundy ; 
but  the  just  and  liberal  intention  of  the  home  government,  in  compli- 
ance with  what  we  think  the  true  construction  of  the  convention,  to 
open  all  the  other  outer  bays  to  our  fishermen,  was  abandoned,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  opposition  of  the  colonies.  Notwithstanding  this,  the 
United  States  have,  since  the  Bay  of  Fundy  was  reopened  to  our  fish- 
ermen in  1845,  pursued  the  most  liberal  course  toward  the  colonial 
fishing  interests.  By  the  revenue  law  of  1846,  the  duties  on  colonial 
fish  entering  our  ports  were  very  greatly  reduced,  and,  by  the  ware- 
housing act,  it  is  allowed  to  be  entered  in  bond  without  payment  of 
duty.  In  this  way,  colonial  fish  has  acquired  the  monopoly  of  the 
export  trade  in  our  market,  and  is  entering,  to  some  extent,  into  the 
home  consumption.  These  facts  were  among  those  which  increased 
the  sensibility  of  our  fishing  interest  at  the  movement  in  question. 

These  circumstances,  and  the  incidents  above  alluded  to,  have  led  me 
to  think  the  moment  favorable  for  a  reconsideration  of  the  entire  sub- 
ject of  the  fisheries  on  the  coasts  of  the  British  provinces,  with  a  view 
to  nlace  them  upon  a  more  liberal  footing  of  reciprocal  privilege.  A 
willingness  to  meet  us  in  some  arrangement  of  this  kind  is  understood 
to  exist,  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain,  with  a  desire  on  her  part  to  in- 
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elude  in  one  comprehensive  settlement  as  well  this  subject  as  the  com- 
mercial intercourse  between  the  United  States  and  the  British  provinces. 
I  have  thought  that,  whatever  arrangements  may  be  made  on  these 
two  subjects,  it  is  expedient  that  ihey  should  be  embraced  in  separate 
conventions.  The  ilmess  and  death  of  the  late  Secretary  of  State  pre- 
vented the  commencement  of  the  contemplated  negotiation.  Pains  have 
been  taken  to  collect  the  information  reauired  for  the  details  of  such  an 
arrangement.  The  subject  is  attendee!  with  considerable  difficulty* 
If  it  is  found  practicable  to  come  to  an  agreement  mutually  acceptable 
to  the  two  parties,  conventions  may  be  concluded  in  the  course  of  the 
present  winter.  The  control  of  Congress  over  all  the  provisions  of  such 
an  arrangement,  affecting  the  revenue,  will  of  course  oe  reserved. 

The  affairs  of  Cuba  formed  a  prominent  topic  in  my  last  annual  mes- 
sage. They  remain  in  an  uneasy  condition,  and  a  feeling  of  alarm  and 
irritation  on  the  part  of  the  Cuban  authorities  appears  to  exist.  This 
feeling  has  interfered  with  the  regular  commercial  intercourse  between 
the  United  Slates  and  the  island,  and  led  to  some  acts  of  which  we  have 
a  right  to  complain.  But  the  Captain-General  of  Cuba  is  clothed  with 
no  power  to  treat  with  foreign  governments,  nor  is  he  in  any  degree 
under  the  control  of  the  Spanish  minister  at  Washington.  Any  com- 
munication which  he  may  hold  with  an  agent  of  a  foreign  power  is  in- 
formal and  matter  of  courtesy.  Anxious  to  put  an  end  to  the  existing 
inconveniences,  (which  seemed  to  rest  on  a  misconception,)  I  directed 
the  newly-appointed  minister  to  Mexico  to  visit  Havana,  on  his  way  to 
Vera  Cruz.  He  was  respectfully  received  by  the  Captain-General, 
who  conferred  with  him  freely  on  the  recent  occurrences ;  but  no  per- 
manent arrangement  was  effected. 

In  the  mean  time,  the  refusal  of  the  Captain-General  to  allow  pas- 
sengers and  the  mail  to  be  landed  in  certain  cases,  for  a  reason  which 
does  not  furnish,  in  the  opinion  of  this  government,  even  a  good  pre- 
sumptive ground  for  such  a  prohibition,  has  been  made  the  subject  ol 
a  serious  remonstrance  at  Madrid;  and  I  have  no  reason  to  doubt  that 
due  respect  will  be  paid  by  the  government  of  her  Catholic  Majesty  to 
the  representations  which  our  mmister  has  been  instructed  to  make  on 
the  subject. 

It  is  but  justice  to  the  Captain-General  to  add,  that  his  conduct  to- 
ward the  steamers  employed  to  carry  the  mails  of  the  United  States  to 
Havana  has,  with  the  exceptions  above  alluded  to,  been  marked  with 
kindness  and  liberality,  and  indicates  no  general  purpose  of  interfering 
with  the  commercial  correspondence  and  intercourse  between  the  island 
and  this  country. 

Early  in  the  present  year,  oflScial  notes  were  received  from  the  minis- 
ters of  France  and  England,  inviting  the  government  of  the  United 
States  to  become  a  party  with  Great  Britain  and  France  to  a  tripartite 
convention,  in  virtue  of  which  the  three  powers  should  severally  and 
collectively  disclaim,  now  and  for  the  future,  all  intention  to  obtain 
possession  of  the  island  of  Cuba,  and  should  bind  themselves  to  dis- 
countenance all  attempts  to  that  effect  on  the  part  of  any  power  or  in- 
dividual whatever.  This  invitation  has  been  respectfully  declined,  for 
reasons  which  it  would  occupy  too  much  space  in  this  communication 
to  state  in  detail,  but  which  led  me  to  think  that  the  proposed  measure 
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would  be  of  doubtful  constitutionality,  impolitic,  and  unavailing.  I 
have,  however,  in  common  with  several  of  my  predecessors,  directed 
the  ministers  of  France  and  England  to  be  assured  that  the  United 
States  entertain  no  designs  against  Cuba;  but  that,  on  the  contrary,  I 
should  regard  its  incorporation  into  the  Union  at  the  present  time  as 
fraught  with  serious  penl. 

Wei-e  this  island  comparatively  destitute  of  inhabitants,  or  occupied 
by  a  kindred  race,  I  should  regard  it,  if  voluntarily  ceded  by  Spain,  as 
a  most  desirable  acquisition.  But,  under  existing  circumstances,  I 
should  look  upon  its  incorporation  into  our  Union  as  a  very  hazardous 
measure.  It  would  bring  into  the  confederacy  a  population  of  a  dif- 
ferent national  stock,  speaking  a  different  language,  and  not  likely  to 
harmonize  with  the  other  members.  It  would  probably  affect,  in  a 
prejudicial  manner,  the  industrial  interests  of  the  South;  and  it  might 
revive  those  conflicts  of  opinion  between  the  different  sections  of  the 
country  which  lately  shook  the  Union  to  its  centre,  and  which  have 
been  so  happily  compromised. 

The  rejection  by  the  Mexican  Congress  of  the  convention  which  had 
been  concluded  between  that  republic  and  the  United  States,  for  the  pro- 
tection of  a  transit  way  across  the  Isthmus  of  Tehuantepec,  and  of  the 
interests  of  those  citizens  of  the  United  States  who  had  become  pro- 
prietors of  the  rights  which  Mexico  had  conferred  on  one  of  her  own 
citizens  in  regard  to  that  transit,  has  thrown  a  serious  obstacle  in  the 
way  of  the  attainment  of  a  very  desirable  national  object  I  am  stiU 
wiUing  to  hope  that  the  differences  on  the  subject  which  exist,  or  may 
hereafter  arise,  between  the  governments,  will  be  amicably  adjusted. 
Tliis  subject,  however,  has  already  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Senate 
of  the  United  States,  and  requires  no  further  comment  in  this  com- 
munication. 

The  settlement  of  the  question  respecting  the  port  of  San  Juan  de 
Nicaragua,  and  of  the  controversy  between  me  republics  of  Costa  Rica 
and  Nicaragua  in  regard  to  their  boundaries,  was  considered  indispen- 
sable to  the  commencement  of  the  ship-canal  between  the  two  oceans, 
which  was  the  subject  of  the  convention  between  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain  of  the  19th  of  April,  1860.  Accordingly,  a  proposition 
for  the  same  purposes,  addressed  to  the  two  governments  in  that  quar- 
ter, and  to  the  Mosquito  Indians,  was  agreed  to  in  April  last  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  and  the  Minister  of  her  Britannic  Majesty.  Besides 
the  wish  to  aid  in  reconciling  the  diflferences  of  the  two  republics,  I  en- 
gaged in  the  negotiation  from  a  desire  to  place  the  great  work  of  a  ship- 
canal  between  the  two  oceans  under  one  jurisdiction,  and  to  establish 
the  important  port  of  San  Juan  de  Nicaragua  under  the  government  of 
a  civihzed  power.  The  proposition  in  question  was  assented  to  by 
Costa  Rica  and  the  Mosquito  Indians.  It  has  not  proved  equally  ac- 
ceptable to  Nicaragua ;  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  further  negotia- 
tions on  the  subject  which  are  in  train  will  be  carried  on  in  that  spirit 
of  conciliation  and  compromise  which  ought  always  to  prevail  on  such 
•occasions,  and  that  they  will  lead  to  a  satisfactory  result. 

I  have  the  satisfaction  to  inform  you  that  the  executive  government 
of  Venezuela  has  acknowledged  some  claims  of  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  which  have  for  many  years  past  been  urged  by  our  charge 
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(i*a£&ires  at  Caraccas.  It  is  hoped  that  the  same  sense  of  justice  will 
actuate  the  Congress  of  that  republic  in  providing  the  means  for  their 
pa^nent. 

The  recent  revolution  in  Buenos  Ayres  and  the  confederated  States 
having  opened  the  prospect  of  an  improved  state  of  things  in  that  quar- 
ter, the  governments  of  Great  Britain  and  France  determined  to  nego- 
tiate wim  the  chief  of  the  new  confederacy  for  the  free  access  of  their 
commerce  to  the  extensive  countries  watered  by  the  tributaries  of  the 
La  Plata;  and  they  gave  a  friendly  notice  of  this  purpose  to  the  United 
States,  that  we  might,  if  we  thought  proper,  pursue  the  same  course. 
In  compliance  with  this  invitation,  our  minister  at  Rio  Janeiro,  and  our 
charge  d'affaires  at  Buenos  Ayres,  have  been  ftiUy  authorized  to  con- 
clude treaties  with  the  newly-organized  confederation,  or  the  States 
composing  it  The  delays  which  nave  taken  place  in  the  formation  of 
the  new  government  have,  as  yet,  prevented  the  execution  of  those  in- 
structions; but  there  is  every  reason  to  hope  that  these  vast  countries 
will  be  eventually  opened  to  owr  commerce. 

A  treaty  of  commerce  has  been  concluded  between  the  United 
States  and  the  oriental  republic  of  Uruguay,  which  will  be  laid  before 
the  Senate.  Should  this  convention  go  into  operation,  it  wiU  open  to 
the  commercial  enterprise  of  our  citizens  a  country  of  ^eat  extent,  and 
unsurpassed  in  natural  resoturces,  but  from  which  foreign  nations  have 
hitherto  been  almost  wholly  excluded. 

The  correspondence  of  the  late  Secretary  of  State  with  the  Peruvian 
charge  d'affiures  relative  to  the  Lobos  islands  was  communicated  to 
Congress  toward  the  close  of  the  last  session.  Since  that  time,  on 
further  investi^tion  of  the  subject,  the  doubts  which  had  been  enter- 
tained of  the  title  of  Peru  to  those  islands  have  been  removed  ;  and  I 
have  deemed  it  just  that  the  temporary  wrong  which  had  been  unin- 
tentionally done  her,  from  want  of  mformation,  should  be  repaired  by 
an  unreserved  acknowledgment  of  her  sovereignty. 

I  have  the  satisfaction  to  inform  you  that  the  course  pursued  by  Peru 
has  been  creditable  to  the  liberality  of  her  government.  Before  it  was 
known  by  her  that  her  title  would  be  acknowledged  at  Washington, 
her  Minister  of  Foreign  Af&irs  had  authorized  our  charge  d'affaires  at 
Lima  to  announce  to  the  American  vessels  which  had  gone  to  the  Lobos 
for  guano  that  the  Peruvian  government  was  willing  to  freight  them  on 
its  own  account.  This  intention  has  been  carried  into  effect  by  the 
Peruvian  minister  here,  by  an  arrangement  which  is  believed  to  be 
advantageous  to  the  parties  in  interest. 

Our  settlements  on  the  shores  of  the  Pacific  have  already  given  a 
great  extension,  and,  in  some  respects,  a  new  direction,  to  our  com- 
merce in  that  ocean.  A  direct  and  rapidly-increasing  intercourse  has 
sprung  up  with  Eastern  Asia.  The  waters  of  the  Northern  Pacific, 
even  mto  the  Arctic  sea,  have  of  late  years  been  frequented  by  our 
whalemen.  The  application  of  steam  to  the  general  purposes  of  navi- 
gation is  becoming  daily  more  common,  ana  makes  it  desirable  to 
obtain  fuel,  and  other  necessary  supplies,  at  convenient  points  on  the 
route  between  Asia  and  our  Pacific  shores.  Our  unfortunate  country- 
men who  from  .time  to  time  sufier  shipwreck  on  the  coasts  of  the 
eastern  seas  are  entitled  to  protection.    Besides  these  specific  objects, 
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the  general  prosperity  of  our  States  on  the  Pacific  requires  that  an 
attempt  should  be  made  to  open  the  opposite  regions  of  Asia  to  a 
mutually  beneficial  intercourse.  It  is  obvious  that  this  attempt  could 
be  made  by  no  power  to  so  great  advantage  as  by  the  United  States, 
whose  constitutional  system  excludes  every  idea  of  distant  colonial  de- 
pendencies. I  have  accordingly  been  led  to  order  an  appropriate  naval 
force  to  Japan,  under  the  command  of  a  discreet  and  intelhgent  oflBcer 
of  the  highest  rank  known  to  our  service.  He  is  instructed  to  endeavor 
to  obtain  from  the  government  of  that  country  some  relaxation  of  the 
inhospitable  and  anti-social  system  which  it  has  pursued  for  about  two 
centuries.  He  has  been  directed  particularly  to  remonstrate  in  the 
strongest  language  against  the  cruel  treatment  to  which  our  shipwrecked 
mariners  have  often  been  subjected,  and  to  insist  that  they  shall  be 
treated  with  humanity.  He  is  instructed,  however,  at  the  same  time, 
to  ^ve  that  government  the  amplest  assurances  that  the  objects  of  the 
Umted  States  are  such,  and  such  only,  as  I  have  indicated,  and  that 
die  expedition  is  firiendly  and  peaceful.  Notwithstanding  the  jealousy 
with  which  the  governments  of  Eastern  Asia  regard  all  overtures  from 
foreigners,  I  am  not  without  hopes  of  a  beneficial  result  of  the  expedi- 
tion. Should  it  be  crowned  with  success,  the  advantages  will  not  be 
confined  to  the  United  States,  but,  as  in  the  case  of  China,  will  be 
equally  enjoyed  by  all  the  other  maritime  powers.  I  have  much  satis- 
faction in  stating  that  in  all  the  steps  preparatory  to  this  expedition  the 
government  of  the  United  States  has  been  materially  aided  oy  the  good 
offices  of  the  King  of  the  Netherlands,  the  only  European  power  having 
any  commercial  relations  with  Japan. 

*  In  passing  firom  this  survey  oi  our  foreign  relations,  I  invite  the  at- 
tention of  Congress  to  the  condition  of  that  department  of  the  govern- 
ment to  which  this  branch  of  the  public  business  is  intrusted.  Our 
intercourse  with  foreign  powers  has  of  late  years  greatly  increased, 
both  in  consequence  of  our  own  growth  and  the  introduction  of  many- 
new  States  into  the  family  of  nations.  In  this  way  the  Department  of 
State  has  become  overburdened.  It  has,  by  the  recent  establishment 
of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  been  relieved  of  some  portion  of  the 
domestic  ousiness.  If  the  residue  of  the  business  of  that  kind — such  as 
the  distribution  of  congressional  documents,  the  keeping,  publishing, 
and  distribution  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  the  execution  of  the 
copyright  law,  the  subject  of  reprieves  and  pardons,  and  some  other 
suDjects  relating  to  interior  admmistration — should  be  transferred  from 
the  Department  of  State,  it  would  unquestionably  be  for  the  benefit  of 
the  puolic  service.  I  would  also  suggest  that  the  building  appro- 
priated to  the  State  Department  is  not  fire-proof;  that  there  is  reason 
to  think  there  are  defects  in  its  construction,  and  that  the  archives  of 
the  government  in  charge  of  the  department,  with  the  precious  collec- 
tions of  the  manuscript  papers  of  Washington,  Jefferson,  Hamilton, 
Madison,  and  Monroe,  are  exposed  to  destruction  by  fire.  A  similar 
remark  may  be  made  of  the  buildings  appropriated  to  the  War  and 
Navy  Departments. 

The  condition  of  the  treasury  is  exhibited  in  the  aimual  report  finom 
that  department. 

The  cash  receipts  into  the  treasury  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  the 
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3(Hh  June  last,  exclusive  of  trust  funds,  were  forty-nine  million  seven 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-six  dol- 
lars and  eightjr-nine  cents,  ($49,728,386  89,)  and  the  expenditures  for  . 
the  same  period,  likewise  exclusive  of  trust  funds,  were  forty-six  mil- 
lion seven  thousand  eight  hundred  and  pinety-six  dollars  and  twenty 
cents,  ($46,007,896  20,)  of  which  nine  million  four  hundred  and  fifty- 
five  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  and  eighty-three  cents 
($9,455,815  83)  was  on  account  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the 
public  debt,  including  the  last  instalment  of  tlie  indemnity  to  Mexico, 
under  the  treaty  of  Guadalupe  Hidalgo;  leaving  a  balance  of 
$14,632,136  37  m  the  treasury  on  the  first  day  of  July  last.  Since 
this  latter  period,  further  purchases  of  the  principal  of  the  public  debt 
have  been  made  to  the  extent  of  two  million  four  hundred  and  fifty- 
six  thousand  five  hundred  and  forty-seven  dollars  and  forty-nine  cents, 
($2,456,547  49,)  and  the  sinrplus  in  the  treasiny  will  continue  to  be 
applied  to  that  object  whenever  the  stock  can  be  procured  within  the 
limits,  as  to  price,  authorized  by  law. 

The  value  of  foreign  merchandise  imported  during  the  last  fiscal 
year  was  two  hundred  and  seven  million  two  hundred  and  forty 
thousand  one  hundred  and  one  dollars,  ($207,240,101 ;)  and  the  value 
of  domestic  productions  exported  was  one  hundred  ana  forty-nine  mil- 
lion eight  hundred  and  sixty-one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eleven 
dollars,  ($149,861,911;)  besides  seventeen  million  two  hundred  and 
four  thousand  and  twenty-six  dollars  ($17,204,026)  of  foreign  mer- 
chandise exported;  making  the  aggregate  of  the  entire  exports  one 
hundred  and  sixty-seven  million  sixty-five  thousand  nine  huudred  and 
thirty-seven  dollars,  ($167,065,937;)  exclusive  of  the  above,  there  \^as 
exported  forty-two  miUion  five  hundred  and  seven  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  eighty-five  dollars  ($42,507,285)  in  specie,  and  imported 
finom  foreign  ports  five  million  two  hundred  ana  sixty-two  thousand 
six  hundred  and  forty-three  dollars,  ($5,262,643.) 

In  my  first  annual  message  to  Congress,  I  called  your  attention  to 
what  seemed  to  me  some  defects  in  the  present  tariff,  and  recommended 
such  modifications  sis  in  my  judgment  were  best  adapted  to  remedy 
its  evils  and  promote  the  prosperity  of  the  country.  Nothing  has  since 
occurred  to  cnange  my  views  on  this  important  (question. 

Without  repeating  the  arguments  contained  in  my  former  message, 
in  favor  of  discriminating,  protective  duties,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  call 
your  attention  to  one  or  two  other  considerations  affecting  this  subject. 
The  first  is,  the  eflfect  of  large  importations  of  foreign  ^;oods  upon  our 
currency.  Most  of  the  gold  of  California,  as  fast  as  it  is  coined,  finds 
its  way  directly  to  Europe  in  payment  for  goods  purchased.  In  the 
second  place,  as  our  manufacturing  establishments  are  broken  down 
by  competition  with  foreigners,  the  capital  invested  in  them  is  lost, 
thousands  of  honest  and  industrious  citizens  are  thrown  out  of  employ- 
ment, and  the  former,  to  that  extent,  is  deprived  of  a  home  market  for 
the  sale  of  his  surplus  produce.  In  the  third  place,  the  destruction  of 
our  manufactures  leaves  the  foreigner  without  comipetition  in  ou^  market, 
and  he  consequently  raises  the  price  of  the  article  sent  here  for  sale, 
as  is  now  seen  in  the  increased  cost  of  iron  imported  firom  England. 
The  prosperity  and  wealth  of  every  nation  must  depend  upon  its 
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productive  industry.  The  fanner  is  stimulated  to  exertion  by  find- 
ing a  ready  market  for  his  surplus  products,  and  benefited  by  being 
able  to  exchange  them,  without  loss  of  time  or  expense  of  transporta- 
tion, for  the  manufactures  which  bis  comfort  or  convenience  requires. 
This  is  always  done  to  the  best  advantage  where  a  portion  of  the  com- 
munity in  which  he  lives  is  engaged  in  oUier  pursuits.  But  most  manu- 
factures require  an  amount  of  capital  and  a  practical  skill  which  can- 
not be  commanded  unless  they  be  protected  for  a  time  fi-om  ruinous 
competition  from  abroad.  Hence  the  necessity  of  laying  those  duties 
upon  imported  goods  which  the  constitution  authorizes  for  revenue  in 
such  a  mariner  as  to  protect  and  encourage  the  labor  of  our  own  citi- 
zens. Duties,  however,  should  not  be  fixed  at  a  rate  so  high  as  to  ex- 
clude the  foreign  article,  but  should  be  so  graduated  as  to  enable  the 
domestic  manufacturer  fairly  to  compete  with  the  foreigner  in  our  own 
markets,  and  by  this  competition  to  reduce  the  price  of  the  manufac- 
tured article  to  the  consumer  to  the  lowest  rate  at  which  it  can  be  pro- 
duced. This  policy  would  place  the  mechanic  by  the  side  of  the 
farmer,  create  a  mutual  interchange  of  their  respective  commodities, 
and  thus  stimulate  the  industry  of  the  whole  country,  and  render  us 
independent  of  foreign  nations  for  the  supplies  required  by  the  habits 
or  necessities  of  the  people. 

Another  question,  wholly  independent  of  protection,  presents  itself— 
and  that  is,  whether  the  duties  levied  should  be  upon  the  value  of  the 
article  at  the  place  of  shipment,  or,  where  it  is  practicable,  a  specific 
duty,  graduated  according  to  quantity,  as  ascertained  by  weight  or 
measure.  All  our  duties  are  at  present  ad  valorem,  A  certain  per- 
centage is  levied  on  the  price  of  the  goods  at  the  port  of  shipment  in 
a  foreign  coimtry.  Most  commercial  nations  have  found  it  indispen- 
sable, tor  the  purpose  of  preventing  fi:-aud  and  perjury,  to  make  the 
duties  specific  whenever  the  article  is  of  such  a  uniform  value  in  weight 
or  measure  as  to  justify  such  a  duty.  Legislation  should  never  en- 
courage dishonesty  or  crime.  It  is  impossible  that  the  revenue  officers 
at  the  port  where  the  goods  are  entered  and  the  duties  paid  should 
know  with  certainty  what  they  cost  in  the  foreign  country.  Yet  the 
law  requires  that  they  should  levy  the  duty  according  to  such  cost. 
They  are,  therefore,  compelled  to  resort  to  very  unsatisfactory  evidence 
to  ascertain  what  diat  cost  was.  They  take  the  invoice  of  the  im- 
porter, attested  by  his  oath,  as  the  best  evidence  of  which  the  nature 
of  the  case  admits.  But  every  one  must  see  that  the  invoice  may  be 
fabricated,  and  the  oath  by  which  it  is  supported  false,  by  reason  of 
which  the  dishonest  importer  pays  a  part  only  of  the  duties  which  are 
paid  by  the  honest  one,  and  thus  indirectly  receives  from  the  treasury 
of  the  United  States  a  reward  for  his  firaud  and  perjury.  The  reports 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  heretofore  maoe  on  this  subject  show 
conclusively  that  these  fi-auds  nave  been  practised  to  a  great  extent* 
The  tendency  is  to  destroy  that  high  moral  character  for  which  our 
merchants  have  long  been  distinguished ;  to  defiraud  the  government  of 
its  revQpue;  to  break  down  the  honest  importer  by  a  cushonest  com- 
petition; and,  finally,  to  transfer  the  business  of  importation  to  foreign 
and  irresponsible  agents,  to  the  great  detriment  ot  our  own  citizens. 
I  therefore  again  most  earnestly  recommend  the  adoption  of  specific 
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duties,  wherever  it  is  practicable,  or  a  home  valuation,  to  prevent  these 
frauds. 

I  would  also  again  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  present 
tariff,  in  some  cases,  imposes  a  higher  duty  upon  the  raw  material  im- 
ported than  upon  the  article  manufactured  from  it,  the  consequence  of 
which  is  that  the  duty  operates  to  the  encouragement  of  the  foreigner 
and  to  the  discouragement  of  our  own  citizens. 

For  foil  and  detaoled  information  in  regard  to  the  general  condition  of 
our  Indian  affairs,  I  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  and  the  accompanying  documents. 

The  Senate  not  having  thought  proper  to  ratify  the  treaties  which 
had  been  negotiated  with  the  tribes  of  Indians  in  California  and  Oregon, 
our  relations  with  them  have  been  left  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition- 
In  other  parts  of  our  territory,  particular  districts  of  country  have 
been  set  apart  for  the  exclusive  occupation  of  the  Indians,  and  their 
right  to  the  lands  within  those  Hmits  nas  been  acknowledged  and  re- 
spected. But  in  California  and  Oregon  there  has  been  no  recognition 
by  the  government  of  the  exclusive  nght  of  the  Indians  to  any  part  of 
the  country.  They  are,  therefore,  mere  tenants  at  sufferance,  and 
liable  to  be  driven  from  place  to  place  at  the  pleasure  of  the  whites. 

The  treaties  which  have  been  rejected  proposed  to  remedy  this  evil, 
by  allotting  to  the  different  tribes  districts  of  country  suitable  to  their 
habits  of  life,  and  sufficient  for  their  support.  This  provision,  more 
than  any  other,  it  is  believed,  led  to  their  rejection;  and  as  no  substi- 
tute for  it  has  been  adopted  by  CoAgress,  it  has  not  been  deemed  ad- 
visable to  attempt  to  enter  into  new  treaties  of  a  permanent  character, 
although  no  effort  has  been  spared  by  temporary  arrangements  to  pre- 
serve friendly  relations  with  them. 

If  it  be  the  desire  of  Congress  to  remove  them  from  the  country 
altogether,  or  to  assign  to  them  particular  districts  more  remote  from  tlie 
settlements  of  the  whites,  it  will  be  proper  to  set  apart  by  law  the  ter- 
ritory which  they  are  to  occupy,  and  to  provide  the  means  necessary  for 
removing  them  to  it.  Justice  alike  to  our  own  citizens  and  to  the  In- 
dians requires  the  prompt  action  of  Congress  on  this  subject. 

The  amendments  proposed  by  the  Senate  to  the  treaties  which  were 
negotiated  with  the  Sioux  Indians  of  Minnesota  have  been  submitted  to 
the  tribes  who  were  parties  to  them,  and  have  received  their  assent. 
A  large  tract  of  valuable  territory  has  thus  been  opened  for  settlement 
and  cultivation,  and  all  danger  of  collision  with  these  powerful  and 
warlike  bands  has  been  happily  removed. 

The  removal  of  the  remnant  of  the  tribe  of  Seminole  Indians  from 
Florida  has  long  been  a  cherished  object  of  the  government,  and  it  is 
one  to  which  my  attention  has  been  steadily  directed.  Admonished  by 
past  experience  of  the  difficulty  and  cost  of  the  attempt  to  remove  them 
by  military  force,  resort  has  been  had  to  conciliatory  measures.  By  the 
invitation  of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  several  of  the  princi- 
pal chiefs  recently  visited  Washington,  and  whilst  here  acknowledged 
m  writing  the  obligation  of  their  tribe  to  remove  with  the  least  possible 
delay.  Late  advices  from  the  special  agent  of  the  government  repre- 
sent that  they  adhere  to  their  promise,  and  that  a  council  of  their  people 
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ha9  been  called,  to  make  their  preliminary  arrangements.     A  general 
emigration  may,  therefore,  be  confidently  expected  at  an  early  day. 

Tne  report  fi-om  the  General  Latid  Office  shows  increased  activity 
in  its  operations.  The  survey  of  the  northern  boundary  of  Iowa  has 
been  completed  with  unexampled  despatch.  Within  the  last  year 
9,522,953  acres  of  public  land  have  been  surveyed,  and  8,032,463 
acres  brought  into  market. ,

Much  the  larger  portion  of  the  labor  of  arranging  and  classifying  the 
returns  of  the  last  census  has  been  finished,  and  it  will  now  devolve 
upon  Congress  to  make  the  necessary  provision  for  the  publication  of 
the  results  in  such  form  as  shall  be  deemed  best.  The  apportionment 
of  representation,  on  the  basis  of  the  new  census,  has  been  made  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  oi  law 
relating  to  that  subject,  and  the  recent  elections  have  been  made  in  ac- 
cordance with  it. 

I  commend  to  your  favorable  regard  the  suggestion  contained  in  the 
report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  that  provision  be  made  by  law 
for  the  publication  and  distribution,  periodically,  of  an  analytical 
digest  of  all  the  patents  which  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be,  granted 
for  usefiil  inventions  and  discoveries,  with  such  descriptions  and  illus- 
trations as  may  be  necessary  to  present  an  intelligible  view  of  their 
nature  and  operation.  The  cost  of  such  publication  could  easily  be 
defrayed  out  of  the  patent  fund,  and  I  am  persuaded  that  it  could  be 
applied  to  no  object  more  acceptable  to  inventors  and  beneficial  to  the 
public  at  large.

An  appropriation  of  $100,000  having  been  made  at  the  last  session 
for  the  purcnase  of  a  suitable  site,  and  for  the  erection,  furnishing,  and 
fitting  up  of  an  asylum  for  the  insane  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  of  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United  States,  the  proper  measures 
have  been  adopted  to  carnr  this  beneficent  purpose  into  effect. 

By  the  latest  advices  n^om  the  Mexican  Boundary  Commission,  it 
appears  that  the  survey  of  the  river  Gila,  fi-om  its  confluence  with  the 
Ckuorado  to  its  supposed  intersection  with  the  western  line  of  New 
Mexico,  has  been  completed.  The  survey  of  the  Rio  Grande  has  also 
been  finished  fi'om  the  point  agreed  on  by  the  commissioners  as  *^the 
point  where  it  strikes  the  southern  boundary  of  New  Mexico"  to  a 
point  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  miles  below  Eagle  Pass,  which  is 
about  two-thirds  of  the  distance  along  the  course  of  the  river  to  its 
mouth* 

The  appropriation  which  was  made .  at  the  last  session  of  Congress 
for  the  continuation  of  the  survey  is  subject  to  the  following  proviso : 

^^  Provided^  That  no  part  of  this  appropriation  shall  be  used  or  ex- 
pended until  it  shall  be  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  the  President 
of  the  United  States  that  the  southern  boundary  of  New  Mexico  is  not 
established  by  the  commissioner  and  surveyor  of  the  United  States 
farther  north  of  the  town  called  'Paso'  t^an  the  same  is  laid  down  in 
Distumell's  map,  which  is  added  to  the  treaty.'* 

My  attention  was  drawn  to  this  subject  by  a  report  fi'om  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  which  reviewed  all  the  facts  of  the  case,  and 
submitted  for  my  decision  the  question  whether,  under  existing  circum- 
stances, any  part  of  the  appropriation  could  be  lawfully  used  or  ex- 
pended for  the  fiu-ther  prosecution  of  th^  work.  After  a  careful  con- 
sideration of  the  subject,  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  could  not, 
and  so  informed  the  oead  of  that  department.  Orders  were  immedi- 
ately issued  by  him  to  the  commissioner  and  surveyor  to  make  no  fiir- 
ther  requisitions  on  the  department,  as  they  could  not  be  paid,  and  to 
discontmue  all  operations  on  the  southern  line  of  New  Mexico.  But  as 
the  department  had  no  exact  information  as  to  the  amount  of  provisions 
and  money  which  remained  unexpended  in  the  hands  of  the  commis- 
sioner and  surveyor,  it  was  left  discretionary  with  them  to  continue  the 
survey  down  the  Rio  Grande  as  £ir  as  the  means  at  their  disposal 
would  enable  them,  or  at  once  to  disband  the  commission.  A  special 
messenger  has  since  arrived  from  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  survey  on 
the  river,  with  information  that  the  funds  subject  to  his  control  were 
exhausted,  and  that  the  officers  and  others  employed  in  the  service 
were  destitute  alike  of  the  means  of  prosecuting  the  work  and  of  return- 
ing to  their  homes. 

The  object  of  the  proviso  was  doubtless  to  arrest  the  survey  of  the 
southern  and  western  lines  of  New  Mexico,  in  regard  to  which  different 
opinions  have  been  expressed ;  for  it  is  hardly  to  be  supposed  that  there 
could  be  any  objection  to  that  part  of  the  line  which  extends  along  the 
channel  of  the  Rio  Grande.  But  the  terms  of  the  law  are  so  broad  as 
to  forbid  the  use  of  any  part  of  the  money  for  the  prosecution  of  the 
work,  or  even  for  the  payment  to  the  officers  and  agents  of  the  arrear- 
ages of  pay  which  are  justly  due  to  them. 

I  eame^y  invite  your  prompt  attention  to  this  subject,  and  recom- 
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mend  a  modification  of  the  terms  of  the  proviso,  so  as  to  enable  the  de- 
partment to  use  as  much  of  the  appropriation  as  will  be  necessary  to 
discharge  the  existing  obligations  ot  the  government,  and  to  complete 
the  survey  of  the  Rio  Grande  to  its  mourn. 

It  will  also  be  proper  to  make  further  provision  by  law  for  the  fulfil- 
ment of  our  treaty  with  Mexico,  for  runnmg  and  marking  the  residue  of 
the  boundary  line  between  the  two  countries. 

Permit  me  to  invite  j'our  particular  attention  to  the  interests  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  which  are  confided  by  the  constitution  to  your 
peculiar  care. 

Among  the  measures  which  seem  to  me  of  the  greatest  importance 
to  its  prosperity,  are  the  introduction  of  a  copious  supply  of  water  into 
the  city  ot  Washington,  and  the  construction  of  suitable  bridges  across 
the  Potomac,  to  replace  those  which  were  destroyed  by  high  water  in 
the  early  part  of  the  present  year. 

At  the  last  session  of  Congress  an  appropriation  was  made  to  defiray 
the  cost  of  the  surveys  necessary  for  determining  the  best  means  of 
affording  an  unfailing  supply  of  good  and  wholesome  water.  Some 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  survey,  and  as  soon  as  it  is  completed 
the  result  will  be  laid  before  you. 

Further  appropriations  will  aiso  be  necessary  for  grading  and  paving 
the  .streets  and  avenues,  and  enclosing  and  embellishing  the  public 
grounds  within  the  city  of  Washington. 

I  commend  all  these  objects,  together  with  the  charitable  institutions 
of  the  District,  to  your  favorable  regard. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  protect  our  firontier,  and  that  of  the 
adjoining  Mexican  States  from  the  incursions  of  the  Indian  tribes.  Of 
about  11,000  men  of  which  the  army  is  composed,  nearly  8,000  are  em- 
ployed in  the  defence  of  the  newly-acquired  territory,  (including  Texas,) 
and  of  emigrants  proceeding  thereto.  I  am  gratified  to  say  that  these 
efforts  have  been  unusually  successful.  With  the  exception  of  some 
partial  outbreaks  in  California  and  Oregon,  and  occasional  depreda- 
tions on  a  portion  of  the  Rio  Grande,  owing,  it  is  beheved,  to  the  dis- 
turbed state  of  that  border  region,  the  inroads  of  the  Indians  have  been 
effectually  restrained. 

Experience  has  shown,  however,  that  whenever  the  two  races  are 
brought  into  contact,  collisions  will  inevitably  occur.  To  prevent 
these  collisions  the  United  States  have  generally  set  apart  portions  of 
their  territory  for  the  exclusive  occupation  of  the  Indian  tribes.  A 
diflSculty  occurs,  however,  in  the  application  of  this  policy  to  Texas. 
By  the  terms  of  the  compact  by  which  that  State  was  admitted 
into  the  Union,  she  retained  the  ownership  of*  all  the  vacant  lands 
within  her  limits.  The  government  of  that  State,  it  is  understood,  has 
assigned  no  portion  of  her  territory  to  the  Indians;  but,  as  fast  as  her 
settlements  advance,  lays  it  off  into  counties,  and  proceeds  to  survey 
and  sell  it  This  pohcy  manifestly  tends,  not  only  to  alarm  and  irritate 
the  Indians,  but  to  compel  them  to  resort  to  plunder  for  subsistence. 
It  also  deprives  this  government  of  that  influence  and  control  over 
them  without  which  no  durable  peace  can  ever  exist  between  them 
and  the  whites.  I  trust,  therefore,  that  a  due  regard  for  her  own  in- 
terests, apart  firom  considerations  of  humanity  and  justice,  will  induce 
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that  State  to  assign  ft  small  portion  of  her  vast  domain  for  the  pro- 
visional occupancy  of  the  small  remnants  of  tribes  within  her  borders, 
subject,  of  course,  to  her  ownership  and  eventual  jurisdiction.  If  she 
should  fail  to  do  this,  the  fulfilment  of  our  treaty  stipulations  with 
Mexico,  and  oiu"  duty  to  the  Indians  themselves,  will,  it  is  feared,  be- 
come a  subject  of  serious  embarrassment  to  the  government.  It  is 
hoped,  however,  that  a  timely  and  just  provision  by  Texas  may  avert 
this  evil. 

No  appropriations  for  fortifications  were  made  at  the  two  last  sessions 
of  Congress.  The  cause  of  this  omission  is,  probably,  to  be  found  in  a 
growing  belief  that  the  system  of  fortifications  adopted  in  1816,  and 
heretofore  acted  on,  requires  revision. 

The  subject  certadnly  deserves  full  and  careful  investigation;  but  it 
should  not  be  delayed  longer  than  can  be  avoided.  In  the  mean  time 
there  are  certain  works  which  have  been  commenced — some  of  them 
nearly  completed — designed  to  protect  our  principal  seaports  from 
Boston  to  New  Orleans,  and  a  few  other  important  points.  In  regard 
to  the  necessity  for  these  works,  it  is  believed  that  utile  diiFerence  of 
opinion  exists  among  miHtary  men.  I  therefore  recommend  that  the 
appropriations  necessary  to  prosecute  them  be  made. 

I  invite  your  attention  to  tne  remarks  on  this  subject,  and  on  others 
connected  with  his  department,  contained  in  the  accompanying  report 
of  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Measures  have  been  taken  to  carry  into  effect  the  law  of  the  last  ses- 
sion making  provision  for  the  improvement  of  certain  rivers  and  har- 
bors, and  it  is  beheved  that  the  arrangements  made  for  that  purpose 
will  combine  efficiency  with  economy.  Owing  chiefly  to  the  advanced 
season  when  the  act  was  passed,  little  has  yet  been  done  in  regard  to 
many  of  the  works  beyond  making  the  necessary  preparations.  With 
respect  to  a  few  of  the  improvements,  the  sums  already  appropriated 
will  suffice  to  complete  them;  but  most  of  them  will  require  additional 
appropriations.  I  trust  that  these  appropriations  will  be  made,  and 
that  this  wise  and  beneficent  policy  so  auspiciously  resumed,  wiU  be 
continued.  Great  care  should  be  taken,  however,  to  commence  no 
work  which  is  not  of  sufficient  importance  to  the  commerce  of  the 
country  to  be  viewed  as  national  in  its  character.  But  works  which 
have  been  commenced  should  not  be  discontinued  until  completed,  as 
otherwise  the  sums  expended  will,  in  most  cases,  be  lost. 

The  report  from  the  Navy  Department  will  inform  you  of  the  pros- 
perous condition  of  the  branch  of  the  public  service  committed  to  its 
charge.  It  presents  to  your  consideration  many  topics  and  suggestions 
of  which  I  ask  your  tpproval.  It  exhibits  an  unusual  degree  of  activ- 
ity in  the  operations  of  the  department  during  the  past  year.  The 
preparations  for  the  Japan  expedition,  to  which  I  have  already  alluded ; 
the  arrangements  made  for  the  exploration  and  survey  of  the  China 
Seas,  the  Northern  Pacific,  and  Behnng's  Straits;  the  incipient  measures 
taken  towards  a  reconnoissance  of  the  continent  of  Africa  eastward  of 
Liberia;  the  preparation  for  an  early  examination  of  the  tributaries  of 
the  river  La  Plata,  which  a  recent  decree  of  the  provisional  chief  of 
the  Argentine  confederation  has  opened  to  navigation — all  these  enter- 
prises, and  the  means  by  which  they  are  proposed  to  be  accomplished!. 
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have  commanded  my  full  approbation,  and  I  have  no  doubt  will  be 
productive  of  most  useful  results. 

Two  officers  of  the  navy  were  heretofore  instructed  to  explore  the 
whole  extent  of  the  Amazon  river  from  the  confines  of  Peru  to  its 
mouth.  The  return  of  one  of  them  has  placed  in  the  possession  of  the 
government  an  interesting  and  valuable  account  of  the  character  and 
resources  of  a  country  abounding  in  the  materials  of  commerce,  and 
which,  if  opened  to  the  industry  of  the  world,  will  prove  an  inexhaust- 
ible fiind  of  wealth.  The  report  of  this  exploration  will  be  communi- 
cated to  you  as  soon  as  it  is  completed. 

Among  other  subjects  offered  to  your  notice  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  I  select  for  special  commendation,  in  view  of  its  connexion  with 
the  mterests  of  the  navy,  the  plan  Submitted  by  him  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  permanent  corps  of  seamen,  and  the  suggestions  he  has  pre- 
sented for  the  reorganization  of  the  Naval  Academy. 

In  reference  to  the  first  of  these,  I  take  occasion  to  say  that  I  think 
it  win  greatly  improve  the  efficiency  of  the  service,  and  that  I  regard 
it  as  still  more  entitled  to  favor  for  the  salutary  influence  it  must  exert 
upon  tl^  naval  discipline,  now  greatly  disturbed  by  the  increasing 
spirit  or  insubordination,  resulting  from  our  present  system.  The  plan 
proposed  for  the  organization  of  tne  seamen  furnishes  a  judicious  sub- 
stitute for  the  law  of  September,  1850,  abolishing  corporal  punishment, 
and  satisfactorily  sustains  the  policy  of  that  act,  under  conditions  well 
adapted  to  maintain  the  authority  of  command  and  the  order  and  se- 
cunty  of  our  ships.  It  is  believed  that  any  change  which  proposes 
permanently  to  dispense  with  this  mode  of  punishment  should  be  pre- 
ceded by  a  system  of  enUstment  which  shall  supply  the  navy  with  sea- 
men of  the  most  meritorious  class,  whose  good  deportment  and  pride 
of  character  may  preclude  all  occasion  for  a  resort  to  penalties  of  a 
harsh  or  degrading  nature.  The  safety  of  a  ship  and  her  crew  is  often 
dependent  upon  immediate  obedience  to  a  command,  and  the  authority 
to  enforce  it  must  be  equally  ready.  The  arrest  of  a  refractory  sea- 
man, in  such  moments,  not  only  deprives  the  ship  of  indispensable  aid, 
but  imposes  a  necessity  for  double  service  on  otners,  whose  fidelity  to 
their  duties  may  be  relied  upon  in  such  an  emergency.  The  exposure 
to  this  increased  and  arduous  labor,  since  the  passage  of  the  act  of 
1860,  has  already  had,  to  a  most  observable  and  injurious  extent,  the 
efiect  of  preventing  the  enlistment  of  the  best  seamen  in  the  navy. 
The  plan  now  suggested  is  designed  to  promote  a  condition  of  service 
in  which  this  objection  will  no  longer  exist.  The  details  of  this  plan 
may  be  established  in  great  part,  if  not  altogether,  by  the  Executive, 
under  the  authority  of  existing  laws;  but  I  hate  thought  it  proper,  in 
accordance  with  tne  suggestion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  to  sub- 
mit it  to  your  approval. 

The  establishment  of  a  corps  of  apprentices  for  the  navy,  or  boys  to 
be  enlisted  until  they  become  of  age,  and  to  be  employed  under  such 
regulations  as  the  Navy  Department  may  devise,  as  proposed  in  the 
report,  I  cordially  approve,  and  commend  to  your  consideration ;  and  I 
also  concur  in  the  suggestion  that  this  system  for  the  early  training  of 
seamen  may  be  most  usefully  ingrafted  upon  the  service  of  our  mer- 
chant marine. 
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The  other  proposition  of  the  report  to  which  I  have  referred — the 
reorganization  ofthe  Naval  Academy — I  recommend  to  your  attention 
as  a  project  worthy  of  your  encouragement  and  support.  The  valuable 
services  akeady  rendered  by  this  institution  entitle  it  to  the  contin- 
uance of  your  fostering  care. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  report  of  the  Postmaster 
General  for  the  detailea  operation  of  his  department  during  the  last 
fiscal  year,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  receipts  from  postages 
for  that  time  were  less  by  $1,431,696  than  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year, 
being  a  decrease  of  about  23  per  cent. 

This  diminution  is  attributable  to  the  reduction  in  the  rates  of  post- 
age made  by  the  act  of  March  3,  1861,  which  reduction  took  effect 
at  the  commencement  of  the  last  fiscal  year. 

Although,  in  its  operation  during  the  last  year,  the  act  referred  to  has 
not  fiilfiUed  the  predictions  of  its  friends,  by  increasing  the  correspond- 
ence of  the  country  in  proportion  to  the  reduction  of  postage,  I  should, 
nevertheless,  question  the  policy  of  returning  to  higher  rates.  Experi- 
ence warrants  the  expectation  that,  as  the  community  becomes  accus- 
tomed to  cheap  postage,  correspondence  will  increase.  It  is  believed 
that  from  this  cause,  and  the  rapid  growth  of  the  country  in  population 
and  business,  the  receipts  of  the  department  must  ultimately  exceed  its 
expenses,  and  that  the  country  may  safely  rely  upon  the  continuance  of 
the  present  cheap  rate  of  postage. 

In  former  messages  I  have,  among  other  things,  respectfully  recom- 
mended to  the  conside]#tion  of  Congress  the  propriety  and  necessity  of 
fimher  legislation  for  the  protection  and  punishment  of  foreign  consuls 
residing  in  the  United  States;  to  revive,  with  certain  modifications,  the 
act  of  10th  March,  1838,  to  restrain  unlawful  military  expeditions  against 
the  inhabitants  of  conterminous  States  or  territories;  for  the  preservation 
and  protection  from  mutilation  or  theft  of  the  papers,  records,  and 
archives  of  the  nation;  for  authorizing  the  surplus  revenue  to  be  applied 
to  the  payment  of  the  public  debt  in  advance  of  the  time  when  it  will 
become  aue ;  for  the  establishment  of  land  oflSces  for  the  sale  of  the 
public  lands  in  California  and  the  Territory  of  Oregon ;  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  road  from  the  Mississippi  valley  to  the  Pacific  ocean ; 
for  the  establishment  of  a  bureau  of  agriculture  for  the  promotion  of  that 
interest — perhaps  the  most  important  in  the  country;  for  the  preven- 
tion of  frauds  upon  the  government  in  applications  for  pensions  and 
bounty  lands  >  for  the  establishment  of  a  uniform  fee  bill,  prescribing  a 
specific  compensation  for  eveiy  service  required  of  clerks,  district 
attorneys,  and  marshals;  for  authorizing  an  additional  regiment  of 
mounted  men,  for  the  defence  of  our  frontiers  against  the  Indians, 
and  for  fulfilling  our  treaty  stipulations  with  Mexico  to  defend  her 
citizens  against  tne  Indians  "  with  equal  diligence  and  energy  as  our 
own;'*  for  determining  the  relative  rank  between  the  naval  and  civil 
oflScers  in  our  public  ships,  and  between  the  oflBcers  of  the  army  and 
navy  in  the  vanous  grades  of  each;  for  reorganizing  the  naval  estab- 
lishment by  fixing  the  number  of  officers  in  each  grade,  and  providing 
for  a  retired  list  upon  reduced  pay  of  those  unfit  for  active  duty ;  for 
prescribing  and  regulating  punishments  in  the  navy ;  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  commission  to  revise  the  public  statutes  of  the  United  States, 
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by  arranging  them  in  order,  supplying  deficiencies,  correcting  incon- 
gruities, simplifying  their  language,  and  reporting  them  to  Congress 
tor  its  final  action;  and  for  the  establishment  of  a  commission  to  ad- 
judicate and  settle  private  claims  against  the  United  States.  I  am  not 
aware,  however,  tnat  any  of  these  subjects  have  been  finally  acted 
upon  by  Congress.  Without  repeating  the  reasons  for  legislation  on 
these  subjects  which  have  been  assigned  in  former  messages,  I  re- 
spectfully recommend  them  again  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

I  think  it  due  to  the  several  executive  departments  of  this  govern- 
ment to  bear  testimony  to  the  efficiency  and  mtegrity  with  which  they 
are  conducted.  With  all  the  carefiil  superintendence  which  it  is  pos- 
sible for  the  heads  of  those  departments  to  exercise,  still  the  due  ad- 
ministration and  guardianship  of  the  public  money  must  very  much 
depend  on  the  vigilance,  intelligence,  and  fidelity  of  the  subordinate 
officers  and  clerks,  and  especially  on  those  intrusted  with  the  settle- 
ment and  adjustment  of  claims  and  accounts.  I  am  gratified  to  believe 
that  they  have  generally  performed  their  duties  faithfully  and  well. 
They  are  appointed  to  guard  the  approaches  to  the  public  treasury,  and 
they  occupy  positions  that  expose  them  to  all  the  temptations  and 
seductions  which  the  cupidity  of  peculators  and  fraudulent  claimants 
can  prompt  them  to  employ.  It  will  be  but  a  wise  precaution  to  protect 
the  government  against  that  source  of  mischief  and  corruption,  as  far 
as  it  can  be  done,  by  the  enactment  of  all  proper  legal  penalties.  The 
laws,  in  this  respect,  are  supposed  to  be  defective,  and  I  therefore  deem 
it  my  duty  to  call  your  attention  to  the  subj^t,  and  to  recommend  that 
provision  be  made  by  law  for  the  punishment  not  only  of  those  who 
shall  accept  bribes,  but  also  of  those  who  shall  either  promise,  give,  or 
offer  to  give  to  any  of  those  officers  or  clerks  a  bribe  or  reward  touching 
or  relating  to  any  matter  of  their  official  action  or  duty. 

It  has-been  the  uniform  policy  of  this  government,  fi-om  its  founda- 
tion to  the  present  day,  to  abstain  firom  all  interference  in  the  domestic 
affairs  of  other  nations.  The  consequence  has  been,  that  while  the 
nations  of  Europe  have  been  engagea  in  desolating  wars,  our  country 
has  pursued  its  peaceful  course  to  unexampled  prosperity  and  happi- 
ness. The  wars  m  which  we  have  been  compeUed  to  engage,  in  ae- 
fence  of  the  rights  and  honor  of  the  country,  have  been  fortimately  of 
short  duration.  During  the  terrific  contest  ol  nation  against  nation, 
which  succeeded  the  French  revolution,  we  were  enabled  by  the  w^is- 
dom  and  firmness  of  President  Washington  to  maintain  our  neutrality. 
While  other  nations  were  drawn  into  this  wide-sweeping  whiilpool,  we 
sat  quiet  and  unmoved  upon  our  own  shores.  While  the  flower  of  their 
numerous  armies  was  wasted  by  disease  or  perished  by  hundreds  of 
thousands  upon-  the  battle-field,  the  youth  of  this  favored  land  were 
permitted  to  enjoy  the  blessings  of  peace  beneath  the  paternal  roof. 
While  the  States  of  Europe  incurred  enormous  debts,  under  the  burden 
of  which  their  subjects  still  groan,  and  which  must  absorb  no  small 
part  of  the  product  of  the  honest  industry  of  those  countries  for  gen- 
erations to  come,  the  United  States  have  once  been  enabled  to  exhibit 
the  proud  spectacle  of  a  nation  fi-ee  from  pubUc  debt;  and,  if  permitted 
to  pursue  our  prosperous  way  for  a  few  years  longer  in  peace,  we  may 
do  the  same  again. 
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But  it  is  now  said  by  some  that  this  policy  must  be  changed.  Europe 
is  no  longer  separated  from  us  by  a  voyage  of  months,  but  steam  nav- 
igation has  brought  her  within  a  few  days'  sail  of  our  shores.  We  see 
more  of  her  movements,  and  take  a  deeper  interest  in  her  controversies. 
Althooffh  no  one  proposes  that  we  shoidd  join  the  fraternity  of  poten- 
tates who  have  for  ages  lavished  the  blood  and  treasure  of  their  subjects 
in  maintaining  "the  oalance  of  power,"  yet  it  is  said  that  we  ought  to 
interfere  between  contending  sovereigns  and  their  subjects,  for  the 
purpose  of  overthrowing  the  monarchies  of  Europe  and  establishing 
m  their  place  republican  institutions.  It  is  alleged  that  we  have  here- 
tofore pursued  a  different  course  from  a  sense  of  our  weakness,  but  that 
now  our  conscious  strength  dictates  a  change  of  policy*  and  that  it  is 
consequently  our  duty  to  mingle  in  these  contests  and  aid  t/iose  who 
are  struggling  for  liberty. 

This  is  a  most  seductive  but  dangerous  appeal  to  the  generous  sym- 
pathies of  freemen.  Enjoying,  as  we  do,  the  blessings  of  a  free  govern- 
ment, there  is  no  man  who  has  an 'American  heart  that  would  not  re- 
joice to  see  these  blessings  extended  to  all  other  nations.  We  cannot 
witness  the  struggle  between  the  oppressed  and  his  oppressor  anywhere 
without  the  deepest  sympathv  for  the  former,  and  the  most  anxious  de- 
sire for  his  triumph.  Nevertheless,  is  it  prudent  or  is  it  wise  to  involve 
ourselves  in  these  foreign  wars  ?  Is  it  indeed  true  that  we  have  here- 
tofore refrained  from  doing  so  merely  from  the  degrading  motive  of  a 
conscious  weakness?  For  the  honor  of  the  patriots  who  have  gone  be- 
fore us,  I  cannot  admit  if.  Men  of  the  revolution  who  drew  the  sword 
against  the  oppressions  of  the  mother  country,  and  pledged  to  Heaven 
"their  lives,  their  fortunes,  and  their  sacred  honor"  to  maintain  their 
freedom,  could  never  have  been  actuated  by  so  unworthy  a  motive. 
They  knew  no  weakness  or  fear  where  right  or  duty  j)ointed  the  way, 
and  it  is  a  Ubel  upon  their  fair  fame  for  us,  while  we  enjoy  thjlblessings 
for  which  they  so  nobly  fought  and  bled,  to  insinuate  it.  The  truth  is, 
that  the  course  which  tney  pursued  was  dictated  by  a  stern  sense  of  inter- 
national justice,  by  a  statesmanlike  prudence,  and  a  far-seeing  wisdom, 
looking  not  merely  to  the  present  necessities  but  to  the  permanent  safety 
and  interest  ol  ihe  country.  They  knew  that  the  world  is  governed 
less  by  sympathy  than  by  reason  and  force;  that  it  was  not  possible 
for  this  nation  to  become  a  "propagandist"  of  free  principles  without 
arraying  against  it  the  combined  powers  of  Europe ;  and  that  the 
result  was  more  likely  to  be  the  overthrow  of  republican  liberty  h^re 
than  its  establishment  there.  History  has  been  written  in  vain  for 
those  who  can  doubt  this.  France  had  no  sooner  estabUshed  a  repub- 
lican form  of  government  than  she  manifested  a  desire  to  force  its  bless- 
mgs  on  all  the  world.  Her  own  historian  informs  us  that,  hearing  ot 
some  petty  acts  of  tyranny  in  a  neighboring  principality,  "  The  Na- 
tional Convention  declared  that  she  would  afford  succor  and  fraternity 
to  all  nations  who  wished  to  recover  their  Uberty;  and  «he  gave  it  in 
charge  to  the  executive  power  to  give  orders  to  the  generals  of  the 
Frencli  armies  to  aid  all  citizens  who  might  have  been  or  should  be 
oppressed  in  the  cause  of  liberty."  Here  was  the  false  step  which  led 
to  her  subsequent  misfortunes.  She  soon  found  herself  involved  in 
war  with  all  tne  rest  of  Europe.    In  less  than  ten  years  her  govern- 
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ment  was  changed  from  a  republic  to  an  empire;  anc!,  finally,  after 
shedding  rivers  of  blood,  foreign  powers  restored  her  exiled  dynasty, 
and  exhausted  Europe  sought  peace  and  repose  in  th6  unquestioned 
ascendency  of  monarchical  principles.  Let  us  learn  wisdom  from  her 
example.  Let  us  remember  that  revolutions  do  not  always  establish 
freedom.  Our  own  free  institutions  were  not  the  offspring  of  our  revo- 
lution. They  existed  before.  They  were  planted  in  the  free  charters 
of  self-government  under  which  the  English  colonies  grew  up,  and 
our  revolution  only  freed  us  from  the  dominion  of  a  foreign  power, 
whose  government  was  at  variance  with  those  institutions.  But  Euro- 
pean nations  have  had  no  such  training  for  self-government,  and  every 
effort  to  establish  it  by  bloody  revolutions  has  been,  and  must,  withbut 
that  preparation,  continue  to  be  a  failure.  Liberty,  unregulated  by 
law,  degenerates  into  anarchy,  which  soon  becomes  the  most  horrid  of 
all  despotisms.  Our  policy  is  wisely  to  govern  ourselves,  and  thereby 
to  set  such  an  example  of  national  justice,  prosperity,  and  true  glory, 
as  shall  teach  to  all  nations  the  blessings  of  self-government,  and  the 
unparalleled  enterprise  and  success  of  a  free  people. 

We  live  in  an  age  of  progress,  and  ours  is  emphatically  a  country  of 
progress.  Within  the  last  half-century  the  number  of  States  in  this 
Union  has  nearly  doubled,  the  population  has  almost  quadrupled,  and 
our  boundaries  have  been  extended  from  the  Mississippi  to  the  Pacific. 
Our  territory  is  chequered  over  with  railroads,  and  furrowed  with 
canals.  The  inventive  talent  of  our  country  is  excited  to  the  highest 
pitch,  and  the  numerous  applications  for  patents  for  valuable  improve- 
ments distinguish  this  age  and  this  people  from  all  others.  The  genius 
of  one  American  has  enabled  our  commerce  to  move  against  wind  and 
tide,  and  that  of  another  has  annihilated  distance  in  the  transmission  of 
intelligence.  SThe  whole  country  is  full  of  enterprise.  Our  common 
school^^e  diffusing  intelligence  among  the  people,  and  our  industry  is 
fast  accumulating  the  comforts  and  luxuries  of  life.  This  is  in  part 
owing  to  our  peculiar  position,  to  our  fertile  soil,  and  comparatively 
sparse  population;  but  much  of  it  is  also  owing  to  the  popular  institu- 
tions under  which  we  live,  to  the  freedom  which  every  man  feels  to 
engage  in  any  useful  pursuit  according  to  his  taste  or  inclination,  and 
to  the  entire  confidence  that  his  person  and  property  will  be  protected 
by  the  laws.  But,  whatever  may  be  the  cause  of  this  unparalleled 
growth  in  population,  intelligence,  and  wealth,  one  thing  is  clear — ^that 
the  government  must  keep  pace  with  the  progress  of  the  people.  It 
must  participate  in  their  spirit  of  enterprise,  and  while  it  exacts  obedi- 
ence to  the  laws,  and  restrains  all  unauthorized  invasions  of  the  rights 
of  neighboring  States,  it  should  foster  and  protect  home  industry,  and 
lend  its  powerful  strength  to  the  improvement  of  such  means  of  inter- 
communication as  are  necessary  to  promote  our  internal  commerce  and 
strengthen  the  ties  which  bind  us  together  as  a  people. 

It  IS  not  strange,  however  much  it  may  be  regretted,  that  such  an 
exuberance  of  enterprise  should  cause  some  individuals  to  mistake 
change  for  progress,  and  the  invasion  of  the  rights  of  others  for  national 
prowess  and  glory.  The  former  are  constantly  agitating  for  some 
change  in  the  organic  law,  or  urging  new  and  untried  theories  of  human 
rights.     The  latter  are  ever  ready  to  engage  in  any  wild  crusade  against 
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a  neighboring  people,  regardless  of  the  justice  of  the  enterprise,  and 
without  looking  at  the  fatal  consequences  to  ourselves  and  to  the 
cause  of  popular  government.  Such  expeditions,  however,  are  often 
stimulated  l^  mercenary  individuals,  who  expect  to  share  the  plunder 
or  profit  of  the  enterprise,  without  exposing  themselves  to  danger,  and 
are  led  on  by  some  irresponsible  foreigner,  who  abuses  the  ^hospitality 
of  our  own  government,  oy  seducing  the  young  and  ignorant  to  join  in 
his  scheme  of  personal  ambition  or  revenge,  under  the  false  and  delu- 
sive pretence  of  extending  the  area  of  freedom.  These  reprehensible 
aggressions  but  retard  the  true  progress  of  our  nation,  ana  tarnish  its 
fiur  fame.  They  should,  therefore,  receive  the  indignant  frowns  of 
every  good  citizen  who  sincerely  loves  his  country  and  takes  a  pride  in 
its  prosperity  and  honor. 

Our  constitution,  though  not  perfect,  is  doubtless  the  best  that  ever 
was  formed.  Therefore,  let  every  proposition  to  change  it  be  well 
weighed,  and,  if  found  beneficial,  cautiously  adopted.  Every  patriot 
will  rejoice  to  see  its  authority  so  exerted  as  to  advance  the  prosperity 
and  honor  of  the  nation,  whilst  he  will  watch  with  jealousy  any 
attempt  to  mutilate  this  charter  of  our  liberties,  or  pervert  its  powers 
to  acts  of  aggression  or  injustice.  Thus  shall  conservatism  and  pro- 
gress blend  Uieir  harmonious  action  in  preserving  the  form  and  spirit 
of  the  constitution,  and  at  the  same  time  carry  forward  the  great  im- 
provements of  the  country,  with  a  rapidity  and  energy  which  fi-eemen 
only  can  display. 

In  closing  this,  my  last  annual  communication,  permit  me,  fellow- 
citizens,  to  congratulate  you  on  the  prosperotis  condition  of  our  beloved 
country.  Abroad  its  relations  with  all  foreign  powers  are  friendly, 
its  rights  are  respected,  and  its  high  place  in  the  family  of  nations 
cheerfiilly  recognised.  At  home  we  enjoy  an  amount  of  happiness, 
public  and  private,  which  has  probably  never  fallen  to  the  l(ft  of  any 
other  people.  Besides  affording  to  our  own  citizens  a  degree  of  pros- 
perity, of  wjiich  on  so  lar^e  a  scale  I  know  of  no  other  instance,  our 
countiy  is  annually  aflfording  a  refuge  and  a  home  to  multitudes,  alto- 
gether without  example,  from  the  Old  World. 

We  owe  these  blessings,  under  Heaven,  to  the  happy  constitution 
and  government  which  were  bequeathed  to  us  by  our  fathers,  and 
which  it  is  our  sacred  duty  to  transmit  in  all  their  integrity  to  our 
children.  We  must  all  consider  it  a  great  distinction  and  privilege  to 
have  been  chosen  by  the  people  to  bear  a  part  in  the  administration  of 
such  a  government.  Called  by  an  unexpected  dispensation  to  its 
highest  trust  at  a  season  of  embarrassment  and  alarm,  I  entered  upon 
its  arduous  duties  with  extreme  diffidence.  I  claim  only  to  have  dis- 
charged them  to  the  best  of  an  humble  ability,  with  a  single  eye  to  the 
public  good;  and  it  is  with  devout  gratitude,  in  retiring  from  office, 
that  I  leave  the  country  in  a  state  of  peace  and  prosperity.

Whereas  it  has  been  represented  by  travellers  in  foreign  countries, 
and  by  missionaries  preacning  the  Gospel  in  foreign  lands,  under  the 
patronage  of  American  benevolent  societies,  that  American  citizens, 
owing  allegiance  to  no  other  government  than  to  our  own  free,  con- 
stitutional government,  are  compelled  to  submit  to  f;)rm3  of  worship, 
while  temporarily  residing  in,  or  travelling  through  countries  with 
which  our  government  has  treaty  stipulations,  to  which  their  reasons 
and  consciences  are  solemnly  opposed:  Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  representatives  of  this  government  at  foreign 
courts  be  instructed  to  urge  such  amendments  of  all  existing  treaties 
between  the  United  States  and  the  other  powers  of  the  world  as  w^ill 
secure  the  same  liberty  of  religious  worship  to  all  American  citizens 
residing  under  foreign  flags  which  is  guarantied  to  all  citizens  of  every 
nation  of  the  whole  world  who  reside  under  the  flag  of  our  Union. 

Resolved,  That  all  commissioners  hereafter  to  be  appointed  to 
negotiate  treaties  shall  consider  themselves  instmcted  to  secure,  if 
possible,  this  provision  in  all  their  treaties. 

Mr.  iWnter,  by  unanimous  consent,  presented  joint  resolutions  of  the 
legislature  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  in  favor  of  distributing  lands  to  actual 
seUlers;  w^jich  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  and 
ordered  to  be  printed.

Secretary  of  War — be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs. 

4.  Retolvedi  That  so  much  of  said  message  and  accompanying  docu- 
ments as  relates  to  the  navy  of  the  United  Stales,  its  condition  and 
operation;  to  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  corps  of  seamen;  to 
the  reorganization  of  the  Naval  Academy;  to  the  establishment  of  a 
corps  of  apprentices  for  the  navy;  to  a  retired  list,  together  with  a  re- 

E3rt  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy — ^be  referred  to  the  Committee  oa 
aval  Affairs. 

5.  Resolved,  That  so  much  of  said  message  as  relates  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  commission  to  revise  the  public  statutes  of  the  United  States ; 
to  the  establishment  of  a  imiform  fee  bill ;  to  the  appointment  of  a 
commission  to  settle  all  private  claims  against  the  United  States;  to 
the  preservation  and  protection  from  mutilation  or  theft  of  the  papers,

notes,  bill  of  exchange,  or  other  instrument  of  writing  above  mentioned, 
or  that  it  will  be  received  in  payment  of  any  debt  or  dues,  with  the 
intention  to  create  or  put  into  circulation  a  paper  currency,  either  as 
money  or  in  lieu  of  money*  every  such  person,  and  every  member, 
ofiBcer,  or  agent  of  any  such  body-politic  or  corporate,  directly  or  indi* 
rectly  engaged  and  concerned  in  or  assenting  to  such  making,  sfgning, 
drawing,  endorsing,  emitting,  or  issuing  as  aforesaid,  for  any  of  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid,  shall  be  liable  to  indictment  by  the  grand  jury  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  for  a  misdemeanor ;  and,  on  conviction,  they  shall 
be  imprisoned  for  a  term  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  one  year, 
and  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dol- 
lars; and  on  the  trial  of  any  such  indictment,  if  the  note,  bill,  order, 
ticket,  or  other  instrument  in  question  be,  in  part  or  in  the  whole,  printed 
or  engraven,  it  shall  be  deenied  sufficient  evidence  of  an  intention  to» 
put  the  same  into  circlilation  in  violation  of  this  act,  unless  the  contrary 
oe  plainly  shown."

The  Speaker,  by  unanimous  consent,  laid  before  the  House  the  fol- 
lowing messages  heretofore  received  from  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  viz : 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States: 

I  have  the  honor,  herewith,  to  transmit  a  report  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior,  fi-om  which  it  appears  that  the  efforts  of  that  department 
to  induce  the  Indians  remaining  in  Florida  to  migrate  to  the  country 
assigned  to  their  tribe,  west  of  the  Mississippi,  have  been  entirely  un- 
successful. The  only  alternative  that  now  remains  is,  either  to  compel 
them  by  force  to  comply  with  the  treaty  made  with  the  tribe  in  May, 
1832,  by  which  they  agreed  to  migrate  within  three  years  firom  that 
date,  or  allow  the  arrangement  made  with  them  in  1842,  referred  to 
in  the  Secretary's  report,  by  which  they  were  permitted  to  remain  in 
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the  temporary  occupancy  of  a  portion  of  the  peninsula  until  the  gov- 
ernment should  see  fit  to  remove  them,  to  contmue. 

It  cannot  he  denied  that  the  withholding  so  large  a  portion  of  her  ter- 
ritory from  settlement  is  a  source  of  injury  to  the  State  of  Florida;  and 
although,  ever  since  the  arrangement  above  referred  to,  the  Indians 
have  manifested  a  desire  to  remain  at  peace  with  the  whites,  the  pres- 
ence of  a  people  who  may  at  any  time,  and  upon  any  real  or  fimcied 
provocation,  be  driven  to  acts  of  hostility,  is  a  source  of  constant 
anxiety  and  alaim  to  the  inhabitants  of  that  border. 

There  can  be  no  doubt,  also,  that  the  welfare  of  the  Indians  would  be 
|fomoted  by  their  removal  from  a  territonr  where  frequent  collisions 
i)etween  them  and  their  more  powerful  neighbors  are  daily  becoming 
mwe  inevitable. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  is  every  reason  to  beUeve  that  ,any  mani- 
festation of  a  design  to  remove  them  by  force,  or  to  take  possession  of 
tbe  territory  allotted  to  them,  would  be  immediately  retahated  by  acts 
jof  cruelty  on  the  defenceless  inhabitants. 

The  number  of  Indians  now  remaining  in  the  State  is,  it  is  true, 
yeiy  inconsiderable,  (not  exceeding,  it  is  beUeved,  five  hundred;)  but, 
owing  to  tbe  extent  of  the  country  occupied  by  them,  and  its  adapta- 
tion to  their  peculiar  mode  of  warfare,  a  force  very  disproportione^ 
to  dieir  numbers  would  be  necessary  to  capture  them,  or  even  to  pro- 
tect the  white  settlements  from  their  incursions.  The  military  force 
now  stationed  in  that  State  would  be  inadequate  to  these  objects  ;  and 
if  it  should  be  determined  to  enforce  their  removal,  or  to  survey  the 
territory  allotted  to  them,  some  addition  to  it  would  be  necessary,  as 
the  government  has  but  a  small  force  available  for  that  service.  Addi- 
tional appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  army  would  also,  in  that 
event,  be  necessary. 

For  these  reasons  I  have  deemed  it  proper  to  submit  the  whole  mat- 
ter to  Congress  for  such  action  as  they  may  deem  best.

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

I  transmit,  herewith,  a  communication  lately  received  at  the  Depart- 
ment of  State  from  the  Minister  of  her  Most  Catholic  Majesty,  accom- 
panied by  a  letter  of  instructions  from  the  Spanish  government  relative 
to  the  case  of  the  "Amistad."  In  Mr.  Calderon's  communion  tion 
reference  is  had  to  former  letters  addressed  by  him  to  the  Department 
of  State  on  the  same  subject,  copies  of  which  are  herewith  transmitted, 
and  an  earnest  wish  is  expressed  that  a  final  settlement  of  tliis  long- 
pending  claim  should  be  made.  The  tone  of  the  letter  of  instructions 
from  Mr.  Manuel  Bertran  de  Lis  is  somewhat  more  peremptory  than 
could  be  wished;  but  this  circumstance  will  not  probably  prevent  Con- 
gress from  giving  his  suggestions  the  attention  to  which  they  may  be 
entitled. 

The  claim  of  the  Spanish  government,  on  behalf  of  its  subjects  inter- 
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ested  in  the  "Atnistad,"  was  the  subject  of  discussion  daring  the 
administration  of  President  Tyler,  between  the  Spanish  Minister  and 
Mr-  Webster,  then  Secretary  of  State.  In  an  elaborate  letter  of  the 
latter,  addressed  to  the  Chevalier  D'Argais  on  the  1st  of  September, 
1841,  the  opinion  is  confidently  maintained  that  the  claim  is  unfounded. 
The  administration  of  President  Polk  took  a  diflferent  view  of  the 
matter.  The  justness  of  the  claim  was  recognised  in  a  letter  fi-om  the 
Department  of  State  to  the  Spanish  Minister,  of  the  19lh  of  March, 
1847.  In  his  annual  message  of  the  same  year  the  President  recom- 
mended its  payment. 

It  is  understood  that  reports  favorable  to  the  claim  have,  on  more 
than  one  occasion,  been  made  by  committees  of  one  or  both  houses  of 
Congress,  accompanied  by  bills  providing  for  its  payment. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  attention  of  Congress  is  again  invited 
to  the  subject.  Respect  to  the  Spanish  government  demands  that  its 
urgent  representations  should  be  candidly  and  impartially  weighed. 
If  Congress  should  be  of  opinion  that  the  claim  is  just,  every  consider- 
ation points  to  the  propriety  of  its  prompt  recognition  and  payment ; 
and  if  the  two  houses  shoidd  come  to  the  opposite  conclusion,  it  is 
equally  desirable  that  this  result  should  be  announced  without  unneces- 
eary  delay.

Resolvedj  That  the  Joint  Committee  on  Printing  inquire  into  the  ex- 
pediency of  ordering  the  printing  and  binding  the  Seventh  Census  of 
the  United  States — first,  as  to  its  cost  per  copy  under  the  prices  of  the 
pablic  printer,  and  whether  said  printing  can  be  procured  at  cheaper 
rates  elsewhere;  second,  as  to  the  matter  proper  to  be  published — and 
report  at  the  earliest  day  possible  to  this  House. 

The  Jirst  and  second  classes  of  business  on  the  Speaker's  table  having 
been  disposed  of,  the  Speaker  announced,  as  the  first  bill  in  order  in  the 
tkird  class,  the  bill  of  the  Senate  (No.  369)  entitled  "An  act  to  prohibit 
public  executions  in  the  District  of  Columbia." 

Mr.  Walsh  made  the  point  of  order  that  the  bill  of  the  Senate  (No. 
64)  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  ascertainment  and  satisfaction 
of  claims  of  American  citizens  for  spoliations  committed  by  the  French 
prior  to  the  31st  day  of  July,  1831,"  was  the  first  business  in  order  in 
the  third  class,  on  the  ground  that  when  the  said  bill  was  last  under 
consideration,  (having  been  read  a  first  and  second  time,)  there  were 
motions  made  to  refer  and  commit  the  same,  which  motions  were  left 
pending  and  undetermined,  by  reason  of  the  adjournment  of  the  House;, 
and,  also,  on  the  ground  that  the  58th  rule  makes  the  unfinished  busi- 
ness at  which  the  House  was  engaged  at  its  adjournment  first  in  the 
orders  of  the  day. 

The  Speaker  decided  that  the  only  effect  of  the  pendency  of  a  mo- 
tion to  commit  when  the  House  passes  from  the  consideration  of  a  bill, 
is  to  make  the  bill  first  in  order  when  that  class  of  business  to  which  it 
bek)ngs  is  again  reached.  The  proper  inquiry,  then,  is  to  what  class 
of  business  on  the  Speaker's  table  does  mis  bill  belong?  The  27th 
rule  describes  the  fifth  class  of  business  as  follows,  viz: 

6th.  Bills  of  the  House  and  from  the  Senate  on  the  Speaker's  table, 
on  their  engrossment,  or  on  being  ordered  to  a  third  reading,  to  be  taken 
up  and  considered  in  the  order  of  time  in  which  they  passed  to  a  second 
reading. 

This  contains  a  literal  description  of  this  bill  after  its  second  reading, 
▼iz:  a  "Senate  bill  on  being  ordered  to  a  third  reading;"  and  unless 
the  eflfect  of  a  motion  to  commit  be  to  take  a  bill  out  of  its  class,  instead 
of  making  it  Jirst  in  its  class,  the  5th  is  certainly  the  class  to  which  it 
still  belongs. 

So  far  as  relates  to  the  58th  rule,  and  its  effect  upon  the  bill,  the 
Chair  is  very  clear  in  his  opinion  that  its  operation  would  be  to  place 
the  bill  in  a  less  prominent  position,  viz :  in  tne  orders  of  the  day,  which 
can  only  be  reacned  after  all  the  classes  of  business  on  the  Speaker's 
table  are  disposed  of. 

From  this  decision  of  the  Chair,  Mr.  Walsh  appealed ;

Illinois,  and  be  run  thence  through  Janesville  and  Fond  du  Lac,  on 
Winnebago  lake,  to  Lake  Superior,  and  the  said  second  road  men- 
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tioned  shall  commence  at  La  Crosse,  and  run  thence  through  the  county 
of  Washington,  in  said  State,  to  the  city  of  Milwaukie.

So  the  House  refused  to  lay  the  bill  on  the  table. 

The  question  again  recurring  on  the  demand  for  the  previous 
question, 

Mr.  Doty  withdrew  the  same,  and  submitted  the  following  amend- 
ment to  the  amendment,  viz :  add  J;hereto  the  following : 

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  there  are  hereby  severally  granted  to 
the  States  named  herein  the  following  amounts  of  public  land,  respect- 
ively, for  the  purposes  hereinafter  named,  viz:  To  Missouri,  three 
million  acres ;  to  Alabama,  two  million  five  hundred  thousand  acres ; 
to  Iowa,  three  million  acres ;  to  Michigan,  three  million  acres ;  to  Wis- 
consin, three  million  acres;  to  Louisiana,  two  million  five  hundred 
thousand  acres ;  to  Mississippi,  two  million  five  hundred  thousand  acres ; 
to  Florida,  two  million  five  hundred  thousand  acres ;  to  Arkansis,  three  , 
million  acres;  to  California,  three  million  acres;  to  Illinois,  two  mil- 
lion acres ;  to  Indiana,  all  the  public  lands  not  sold,  located,  or  reserved 
for  public  purposes,  lying  within  her  limits,  and  two  million  acres  in 
addition  thereto;  to  Ohio,  all  the  public  land  not  sold,  located,  or  re- 
served for  public  purposes,  lying  within  her  limits,  and  two  million  five 
hundred  thousand  acres  in  addition  thereto ;  and  to  each  of  the  States 
of  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island, 
Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Maryland,  Virginia,  Kentucky,  and 
Tennessee,  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  acres  for  each 
senator  and  representative  in  the  Thirty-second  Congress  from  said 
States,  respectively ;  and  to  the  District  of  Columbia,  for  the  support  of 
schools,  five  hundred  thousand  acres. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  eleven  States  in  the 
preceding  section  first  named  are  authorized  to  apply  the  proceeds  of 
the  lands  hereby  severally  granted  to  them  to  aid  in  the  construc- 
tion of  railroads  in  the  said  States,  respectively.  And  a  right  of  way 
through  the  public  lands  is  hereby  severally  granted  to  the  said  States, 
and  tney  are  severally  authorized  to  take  necessary  materials  of  earth, 
stone,  and  timber,  for  the  construction  of  the  said  railroads,  respect  ively^ 
fi'om  the  public  lands  adjacent  thereto;  and  in  locating  each  of  the  said 
railroads,  and  asigning  the  limits  thereto,  no  more  land  shall  be  taken 
from  the  United  States  than  is  necessary  for  the  convenient  construction 
and  use  of  each  of  said  railroads,  with  double  track,  respectively,  in- 
cluding stations  and  the  public  buildings  of  all  kinds  connected  with  said 
roads,  turn-outs,  and  such  other  appurtenances  as  are  necessary  or 
usually  enjoyed  by  first-class  railroads;  and  a  copy  of  the  Incation  of 
said  several  roads,  respectively,  as  now  made  or  hereafter  to  be  made« 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  proper  local  land  offices,  and  the  General  Land 
Office  at  Washington  city,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  same  are 
completed,  respectively,  and  shall  be  duly  recorded ;  and  there  is  hereby 
severally  granted  to  each  of  the  eleven  States  in  the  preceding  section 
first  named,  respectively,  the  amount  of  land  therein  specified,  for  the 
purpose  of  making  railroads  therein,  respectively,  as  aforesaid,  to  be  taken 
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along  the  entire  length  of  the  line  or  route  of  said  several  railroads,  so  far 
as  the  United  States  own  lands  on  the  line  of  said  several  roads,  in  manner 
following,  viz :  every  alternate  section  of  land  subject  to  private  entry, 
and  designated  by  odd  numbers,  for  six  miles  in  width  on  each  side  of 
said  several  railroads ;  but  in  case  it  shall  appear  that  the  United  States 
have,  when  the  hnes  or  routes  of  any  of  said  roads  are  definitely  fixed 
in  the  manner  and  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  sold  any  section,  or  any 
part  thereof,  granted  aforesaid,  or  that  the  right  of  pre-emption  has  at- 
tached to  the  same,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  agent  or  agents,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  governor  of  each  of  the  States,  respectively,  to  select, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  from  the  lands 
of  the  United  States  most  contiguous  to  the  tiers  or  sections  above  speci- 
fied, so  much  land  in  alternate  sections  or  parts  of  sections  as  shall  be 
equal  to  such  lands  as  the  United  States  have  sold,  or  to  which  the  right 
of  pre-emption  has  attached  as  aforesaid,  which  lands  (thus  selected  in 
lieu  of  those  sold,  or  to  which  pre-emption  rights  have  attached  as  afore- 
said, together  with  the  sections  or  parts  of  sections  designated  by  odd 
numbers  as  aforesaid,  and  appropriated  as  aforesaid)  shall  be  held  by 
each  of  the  said  eleven  Slates  first  named,  respectively,  to  the  amount 
in  the  preceding  section  named  for  each  of  the  said  several  States,  for 
the  uses  and  purposes  aforesaid ;  but  the  lands  to  be  so  located  and  se- 
lected for  ana  on  account  of  each  of  said  roads  shall  in  no  case  be  more 
than  six  sections  of  land  for  each  mile  of  said  road :  Provided,  That  the 
lands  hereby  granted  to  the  said  eleven  first-named  States  shall  be  ex- 
clusively applied  to  construct  or  aid  in  the  construction  of  railroads  in 
said  States  respectively,  and  shall  be  sold  and  disposed  of  only  as  the 
work  progresses,  and  in  proportion  to  the  length  of  railroad  completed 
upon  each  of  said  roads,  ana  the  same  shall  be  applied  to  no  other  road 
or  purpose :  And  provided,  also,  That  any  and  all  lands  heretofore  re- 
served to  the  United  States  by  any  act  of  Congress,  or  in  any  other 
manner  by  competent  authority,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  any  object 
of  internal  improvement,  or  for  any  other  purpose  whatever,  shall  be,  . 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  reserved  to  the  United  States  from  the  opera- 
tion of  this  section,  except  so  far  as  it  may  be  found  necessary  to  locate 
the  routes  of  said  railroad  through  such  reserved  lands — in  which  case 
the  right  of  way  only  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  granted. 

Sec.  3.  Ajidbe  it  further  enacted.  That  of  the  lands  granted  by  this 
act  to  the  several  States  of  Missouri,  Iowa,  Wisconsin,  Alabama,  Mich- 
igan, Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Florida,  Arkansas,  Illinois,  and  California, 
a  portion  thereof  shall  be  applied  by  each  of  said  last-named  States, 
respectively,  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount  in  the  preceding  section 
provided,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  following  lines  of  railroad,  so 
fer  as  the  same  are  within  the  limits  of  said  Slates,  respectively ;  and 
a  portion  of  the  hmds  and  land  warrants  hereinafter  mentioned,  granted 
to  each  of  the  States  of  Indiana  and  Ohio,  shall  be  applied  in  like  man- 
ner, at  the  rate  of  six  sections  per  mile,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of 
the  fi)llowing  railroads,  so  far  as  the  same  are  within  said  States,  re- 
spectively, viz: 

First.  From  Manitowoc,  via  Menasha  and  Stevens's  Point,  to  St. 
Paul's ;  from  Madison,  via  the  mouth  of  the  Wisconsin,  to  the  mouth  of 
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the  Big  Sioux;  from  Iron  bay»  via  the  Iron  mountains,  to  Little  Bay 
Du  Noc;  from  Sheboygan  to  the  Mississippi  river. 

Second.  From  Toledo,  via  Hicksville,  Fort  Wayne,  Lafayette,  Peoria, 
and  Burlington,  to  or  near  the  mouth  of  the  Platte  river,  with  a  branch 
to  Keokuk ;  from  La  Salle,  via  Davenport  and  Iowa  city,  to  Council 
Bluffs;  from  FortDes  Moines  to  Du  Buaue. 

Third.  From  Belpre,  via  Athens,  Chillicothe,  Hillsboro',  Cincinnati, 
and  Vincennes,  to  St.  Louis,  and  thence  to  the  Iron  mountsun  and  Pilot 
Knob. 

Fourth.  From  Girard  to  Mobile,  and  thence,  via  New  Orleans  and 
Opelousas,  to  the  Sabine  river ;  from  New  Orleans,  via  Jackson,  to  the 
Mobile  and  Ohio  railroad,  with  a  branch  in  the  direction  of  Nashville, 
to  the  line  of  the  State  of  Tennessee. 

Fifth.  From  Montgomery,  via  Brandon,  Vicksburg,  and  Shreveport, 
to  the  line  of  Texas,  with  a  branch  to  Biloxi;  from  Montgomery  to 
Pensacola;  from  St.  Paul's,  via  the  falls  of  the  St.  Croix,  to  the  mouth 
of  the  St.  Louis  river. 

Sixth.  From  Mobile,  via  Pensacola  and  Talahassee,  to  the  St  Mary's 
or  St.  John's  river,  with  branches  to  St.  Mark's  and  to  Tampa  bay ; 
from  Pensacola,  in  the  direction  of  Brunswick  and  Savannah,  to  the 
boundary  line  of  the  State  of  Florida. 

Seventh.  From  Selma  to  Gunter's  Landing;  from  the  boundary  Une 
of  Alabama,  across  Alabama  and  Mississippi,  to  the  boundary  Ime  of 
Mississippi,  along  the  line  of  the  Charleston  Knd  Memphis  railroad. 

Eighth.  From  Louisville,  Kentucky,  via  Vincennes,  to  Carlyie,  with 
a  branch  to  Alton ;  from  Lafayette  to  Chicago. 

Ninth.  From  Zilwaukie,  via  Grand  Traverse  bay,  to  Mackinaw; 
from  Manitowoc,  via  Green  bay,  to  Kewawana  point,  with  a  branch, 
via  the  principal  copper  mines,  to  the  mouth  of  the  Ontonagon  river; 
from  the  mouth  of  tne  Marquette  river,  via  Flint,  to  Pontiac,  with  a 
branch  from  Flint  to  Port  Huron;  from  Pontiac  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Grand  river. 

Tenth.  From  Gaines's  Landing  to  Fulton ;  from  Fulton,  via  Little 
Rock  and  the  principal  copper  mines,  to  St.  Louis;  from  Memphis,  via 
Little  Rock,  to  Fort  Smith. 

Eleventh.  From  Terre  Haute  to  Alton,  and  also  to  Vernon ;  from  In- 
dianapolis to  Springfield;  from  AUentown  to  the  mouth  of  the  Kansas; 
from  Kansas  to  the  mouth  of  the  Platte  river;  from  Quincy,  via  Gales- 
burg,  to  Rockford;  from  Springfield  to  Chicago. 

Twelfth.  From  a  point  opposite  New  Orleans,  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Mississippi  river,  on  the  most  direct  route,  consistent  with  a  good  grade, 
upon  good  ground,  to  St.  Louis;  fiom  Hermann,  on  the  Missouri  river, 
via  Fort  des  Moines,  to  the  southern  bend  of  the  Minnesota  river. 

Thirteenth.  From  San  Francisco  to  San  Jos^,  and  also  to  Walker's 
pass,  with  a  branch  to  the  Columbia  river,  in  Oregon. 

And  where  any  pjart  of  said  designated  lines  of  railroad  is  xidthin  any 
Territory  of  the  United  States,  publip  lands  are  hereby  granted  to  such 
Territory  to  the  same  amount,  and  to  be  taken  in  the  same  manner,  as 
before  specified,  (to  wit :  in  alternate  sections,  at  the  rate  of  six  sections 
per  mile,)  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  said  railroads  within  such  Terri- 
tory.   Said  railroads  in  all  casesto  be  made  on  the  most  direct,  feasible 
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nrates;  each  State  to  take  its  lands,  to  aid  in  their  construction,  within 
its  own  limits,  except  Ohio  and  Indiana,  and  those  States  so  far  as  may 
be,  and  the  residue  in  land  warrants,  as  hereinafter  provided.  And  in 
case  the  amount  granted  to  any  one  of  said  States  is  found  insufficient, 
after  an  actual  location  of  the  roads  on  direct  routes,  to  allow  six  sec- 
tions per  mile  to  the  railroads  in  said  State,  hereinbefore  specified,  such 
State  is  hereby*authorized  to  take,  in  the  aforesaid  manner,  enough 
more  of  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States  to  make  up  such  defici- 
ency; and  the  residue  of  said  lands  granted  to  each  of  said  States,  not 
taken  for  said  railroads,  (if  any,)  may  be  applied,  in  the  manner  afore- 
said, to  aid  in  the  construction  of  sucn  other  railroads  as  the  legislatures 
of  said  States  may  respectively  designate.  And  there  is  hereby  granted 
to  the  States  of  Missouri,  Alabama,  and  Mississippi,  respectively,  to  aid 
in  the  construction  oi  the  railroads,  for  which  grants  were  made  by  the 
act  of  Congress  approved  twentieth  of  September,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty,  and  by  the  act  approved  tenth  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-two,  a  quantity  of  land  sufficient,  with  the  amount  granted  by  said 
former  acts,  to  give  six  sections  per  mile  to  each  of  said  railroads,  to  be 
taken  in  the  manner  specified  in  this  act:  Provided^  That  said  railroads 
in  said  several  States  and  Territories  shall  be  completed  within  ten 
years ;  and  the  land  hereby  granted  to  aid  in  their  construction,  so  far 
as  they  shall  not  be  completed  within  that  time,  shall  revert  to  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  nineteen  States  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act  last  named  are  severally  authorized  to  apply  the 
proceeds  of  the  lands  hereby  severally  granted  to  each  of  said  States  to 
the  support  of  schools,  or  for  other  useful  public  pm-poses,  except  so  far 
as  is  otherwise  provided  by  the  preceding  section  in  regard  to  tne  lands 
granted  to  Indiana  and  Oluo.  And  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  shall  issue  to  each 
of  said  nineteen  States  and  said  District,  respectively,  land  warrants  to 
the  amount  in  all  to  which  each  of  said  nineteen  States  and  said  Dis- 
trict are  respectively  entitled  under  this  act,  (except  so  feu*  as  the  lands 
granted  to  Ohio  and  Indiana  are  situated  within  the  limits  of  said  States;) 
and  said  nineteen  States  and  said  District  are  severally  authorized  to 
sell  and  dispose  of  said  land  warrants ;  and  the  same  are  to  be  valid 
and  efiectual  in  the  hands  of  any  owner  or  holder  thereof,  and  may  be 
located  by  such  owner  or  holder  upon  any  public  lands  for  sale  or  sub- 
ject to  private  entry,  and  the  same  fees  to  be  paid  therefor  by  the  hold- 
ers thereof  And  the  title  of  the  land  so  located  by  any  owner  or  holder 
of  said  land  warrants  shall  be  secured  and  perfected  to  such  owner  or 
holder  in  the  same  manner  as  other  land  warrants  issued  by  the  United 
States.  Said  land  warrants  shall  be  so  engraved  and  printed  as  to 
prevent  deception  and  counterfeiting;  shall  be  signed  by  tne  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  or  the  Commissioner  of  the  Public  Lands,  or  for  them  by 
such  other  persons  as  the  Secretary  may  direct,  and  countersigned  by 
the  governor  of  each  State  receiving  the  same,  or  by  such  other  officers 
as  the  said  nineteen  States  and  said  District  may  respectively  designate 
for  that  purpose;  and  said  land  warrants  shall  be  for  not  less  than 
eighty  nor  over  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  each :  Provided^  That  no 
State  nor  the  said  District  shall  be  authorized  to  locate  any  warrants  in 
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its  own  name  or  for  its  own  benefit;  and  that  no  warrant  issued  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  located  upon  any  lands  to  which  there 
shall  be  a  pre-emption  right,  or  on  which  there  shall  be  an  actual  seltle- 
ment  and  cultivation,  except  by  the  person  holding  such  pre-emption 
right,  or  by  such  settler  and  cultivator. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  itjiirther  ena^tedy  That  each  and  all  of  the  railroads 
in  any  State  in  the  Union,  made  either  wholly  or  in  part  from  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  lands  granted  by  this  act,  are  hereby  made  and  declared 
post-roads,  and  shall  forever  hereafter,  at  all  times,  transport  the  mails, 
military  stores,  forces,  and  property  of  the  United  States,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  proper  oflBcers  thereof;  and  Congress  may  by  law  fix  the 
rate  of  compensation  to  be  allowed  for  such  services. 

Sec  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  mineral  lands  are  hereby 
reserved  to  the  United  States  from  the  operation  of  this  act,  except  such 
as  are,  or  hereafter  may  be,  by  law  subject  to  private  entry  by  individuals. 

Sec  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  the  land  granted  (by  any 
other  act)  during  the  present  Congress  to  any  State,  to  aid  in  tne  con- 
struction of  any  railroad  therein,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount 
granted  by  this  act  to  said  State.

The  Speaiker  having  announced  as  the  business  first  in  order,  in  the 
class  of  Senate  bills  on  their  first  and  second  reading,  the  bill  of  the 
Senate  (No.  90)  entitled  "An  act  granting  to  the  State  of  Michigan  the 
right  of  way,  and  a  donation  of  public  lands,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing a  canal  or  railroad  across  the  peninsula  of  Michigan," 

Mr.  Stanly  made  the  point  of  order  that  the  bill  of  the  Senate  (No. 
13)  entitled  "An  act  granting  to  the  State  of  Wisconsin  the  right  of 
way,  and  a  donation  of  public  land,  for  the  purpose  of  locating  and  con- 
structing certain  railroads  in  that  State,"  in  the  consideration  of  which 
the  House  was  engaged  when  it  adjourned  on  yesterday,  "being  read 
a  second  time,  no  motion  being  made  to  commit,  no  objection  being 
made  to  its  third  reading,"  and  the  previous  Question  demanded,  the 
bill  remains  in  the  third  class  undisposed  of  by  the  rule  or  by  the 
House,  and  is  the  first  in  order  when  the  Speaker  again  reaches  this 
class  of  business,  as  he  has  now  done. 

The  Speaker  stated  that  when  the  House  passed  from  the  consider- 
ation of  tne  said  bill  No.  13,  it  had  been  read  a  second  time,  and  had 
thereby  become  a  bill  "  on  being  ordered  to  a  third  reading,"  and  was, 
therefore,  in  the  fifth  class  of  business  on  his  table.  If,  as  was  con- 
tended, it  was  to  be  treated  as  the  "unfinished  business  of  the  pre- 
ceding day,"  it  would  then  occupy  a  still  less  prominent  position,  as 
the  68th  rule  would  place  it  in  the  "orders  of  the  day;"  which  could 
only  be  reached  after  all  the  other  business  on  the  table  was  dis- 
posed of.

of  California. 

And  the  tellers — ^Mr.  Hunter,  of  Virginia,  on  the  part  of  the  Senate, 
and  Mr.  George  W.  Jones,  of  Tennessee,  and  Mr.  Chandler,  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, on  the  part  of  the  House — having  read,  counted,  and  registered 
the  same,  making  duplicate  lists  thereof;  which  lists,  having  been  com- 
pared, were  delivered  to  the  President  of  the  Seijate  pro  tempore^  and 
are  as  follows,  viz* 
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Statement  of  the  votes  for  Pretident  and  Vice  Pretident  of  the  United  Statet, 
for  four  years  Jrom  the  Aih  day  of  March,  1853.

The  President  of  the  Senate  w-o  tempore  then  announced  the  state  of 
the  votes  to  the  two  houses  of  Congress  in  joint  meeting  assembled,  as 
follows : 

That  the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed  to  vote  for  President 
and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  is  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
six,  (296,)  of  which  number  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  (149)  make  a 
majority. 

The  state  of  the  vote  for  President  of  the  United  States,  as  delivered 
by  the  tellers,  is; 
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For  Franklin  Pierce,  of  New  Hampshire 254 

For  Winfield  Scotl,  of  New  Jersey 42 

And  the  slate  of  the  vote  for  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  as 
delivered  by  the  tellers,  is : 

For  William  R,  King,  of  Alabama 254 

For  William  A.  Graham,  of  North  Carolina 42 

That  Franklin  Pierce,  of  New  Hampshire,  had  received  a  majority 
of  the  whole  number  of  votes  of  the  electors  chosen  in  the  several  States 
to  vote  for  President  of  the  United  States ;  and  that  William  R.  King, 
of  Alabama,  had  received  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  votes  of 
the  electors  chosen  in  the  several  States  to  vote  for  Vice  President  of 
the  United  States. 

And  thereupon, 

The  President  of  the  Senate  jrro  tempore  declared, 

That  Franklin  Pierce,  of  New  Hampshire,  is  duly  elected  President 
of  the  United  States  for  the  term  of  four  years,  to  commence  on  the 
4th  day  of  March,  1853 ;  and  that  William  R.  King,  of  Alabama,  is 
duly  elected  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  for  the  term  of  four 
years,  to  commence  on  the  4th  day  of  March,  1853. 

The  joint  meeting  of  the  two  houses  was  then  dissolved,  and  the 
Senate  returned  to  their  chamber. 

Mr.  George  W.  Jones,  from  the  joint  committee  heretofore  appointed 
on  that  subject,  submitted  the  following  resolution ;  which  was  read, 
considered,  and  agreed  to,  viz: 

Resolved^  That  two  members  of  the  House  be  appointed  by  that  body 
to  join  a  committee  of  one  member  of  the  Senate,  to  be  appointed  by 
that  body,  to  wait  on  Franklin  Pierce,  of  New  Hampshire,  and  inform 
him  that  he  has  been  duly  elected  President  of  the  United  States  for 
four  years,  commencing  on  the  4th  day  of  March,  1853. 

Subsequently, 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Dickins,  their  Sec- 
retary, notifying  the  House  that  the  Senate  had  passed  a  resolution  that 
a  committee  of  one  member  of  the  Senate  be  appointed  by  that  body, 
to  join  a  committee  of  two  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
to  be  appointed -by  the  House,  to  wail  upon  FrankUn  Pierce,  of  New 
Hampsnire,  to  notify  him  that  he  has  been  duly  elected  President  of 
the  United  States  for  four  years,  to  commence  on  the  4th  day  of  March, 
1853 ;  and  that  Mr.  Hunter  had  been  appointed  such  committee  on  the 
part  of  the  Senate. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  George  W.  Jones,  by  unanimous  consent,  the  said 
message  was  taken  up,  and  the  said  resolution  agreed  to. 

Ordered^  That  the  Speaker  appoint  the  committee  on  the  part  of  the 
House. 

The  Speaker  thereupon  appointed  Mr.  George  W.  Jones  and  Mr. 
Hibbard. 

Orderrd^  That  the  Clerk  acquaint  the  Senate  therewith. 

Mr.  Wildrick,  from  the  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills,  reported  that 
the  committee  had  examined,  and  found  truly  enrolled,  bills  of  the  fol- 
lowing titles,  viz: 

S.  510.  An  act  for  the  relief  of  Asenath  M.  Elliot; 

S.  360.  An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  widow  of  John  A.  Lynch; 
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S.  684.  An  act  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  issue  a 
register  to  the  British  bark  Fanny  under  the  name  of  Golden  Mirror ; 

S.  97.  An  act  to  make  the  salary  of  the  judge  of  the  criminal  court 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  equal  to  that  of  an  assistant  judge  of  the 
circuit  court  of  said  District. 

When 

The  Speaker  signed  the  same. 

Mr.  Lane,  by  unanimous  consent,  introduced  a  bill  (No.  357)  "  to 
amend  an  act  entitled  *  An  act  to  amend  an  act  to  settle  and  adjust  the 
expenses  of  the  people  of  Oregon  from  attacks  and  hostilities  of  Cayuse 
Indians  in  the  years  1847  and  1848,  approved  August  21,  1852;'" 
which  was  read  a  first  and  second  time,  committed  to  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole  House  on  the  state  of  the  Union,  and  ordered  to  be  printed, 

Mr.  Ewing  moved  that  when  the  House  adjourns,  it  adjourn  until  to- 
morrow at  12  o'clock  m. 

Mr.  Isham  G.  Harris  made  the  point  of  order  that  the  said  motion 
was  not  in  order. 

The  Speaker  decided  that,  inasmuch  as  it  was  competent  for  the 
House  to  adjourn  over  for  any  period  not  exceeding  three  days,  the 
motion  to  adjourn  until  to-morrow  was  in  order.  The  resolution  of  the 
House  which  directed  that  night  sessions  be  held  is  not  more  imperative 
than  the  authority  by  which  our  daily  sessions  are  held,  and  if  it  is 
competent  for  the  House  to  adjourn  over  the  latter,  (as  every  one  ad- 
mits is  the  case,)  it  seems  equally  clear  that  it  may  adjourn  over  the 
former.

I  transmit  a  report  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  embodying  the  sub- 
stance of  recent  communications  made  by  the  minister  of  her  ^tannic 
Majesty  to  the  Department  of  State,  on  the  subject  of  the  inter-oceanic 
canal,  by  the  Nicaragua  route,  which  formed  the  chief  object  of  the 
treaty  between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain,  of  the  19th  April, 
1850,  and  the  relations  of  Great  Britain  to  the  protectorate  of  Mos- 
quito, which  she  expresses  herself  desirous  of  relinquishing  on  terms 
consistent  with  her  honorable  engagements  to  the  Indians  of  that  name. 

In  consequence  of  these  communications,  and  other  considerations, 
stated  in  the  report,  it  is  deemed  advisable  by  the  department  that  our 
diplomatic  relations  with  the  States  of  Central  America  should  be 
placed  on  a  higher  and  more  efficient  footing,  and  this  measure  meets 
my  approbation.  The  whole  subject  is  one  of  so  much  delicacy  and 
importance  that  I  should  have  preferred,  so  near  the  close  of  my  ad- 
ministration, not  to  make  it  the  subject  of  an  executive  communication. 
But,  inasmuch  as  the  measure  proposed  cannot,  even  if  deemed  ex- 
pedient by  my  successor,  take  effect  for  near  a  twelvemonth,  unless  an 
appropriation  is  made  by  this  Congress,  I  have  thought  it  my  duty 
to  submit  the  report  of  the  department  to  the  two  houses.  The  inf- 
portance  of  the  measure  seemed  to  require  an  exposition  somewhat  in 
.detail  of  the  grounds  on  which  it  is  recommended.

By  Mr.  Giddings:  The  petitions  of  citizens  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  praying  for  an  amendment  of  the  constitution  in  relation  to  the 
election  of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  and  in 
relation  to  a  financial  or  fiscal  institution  ;  which  remain  on  the  table.

It  was  accordins^ly  read  the  third  time,  and  passed. 

Ordered^  That  me  Clerk  acquaint  the  Senate  therewith. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Albert  G.  Brown,  by  unanimous  consent,  the  bill 
of  the  Senate  (No.  686)  entitled  "  An  act  to  extend  pre-emption  rights 
to  unsurveyed  lands,  and  for  other  purposes,"  was  taken  from  the 
Speaker's  table,  and  read  a  first  and  second  time. 

Pending  the  question  on  its  third  reading, 

Mr.  Albert  G.  Brown  submitted  the  following  amendment,  in  the  na- 
ture of  a  substitute  therefor,  viz: 

Strike  out  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert —

along  the  lines  cf  all  the  railroads  in  the  United  States  wherever  public 
lands  have  been,  or  may  be^  granted  by  acts  of  Congress;  and  that  it 
shall  be  the  privilege  of  the  persons  residing  on  any  of  said  reserved  lands 
to  pay  for  the  same  in  soldiers*  bounty-land  warrants^  estimated  at  a  dollar 
and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre^  or  in  gold  and  silver ^  or  both  together^  in 
preference  to  any  other  person^  and  at  any  time  before  the  same  shall  be 
offered  for  sale  at  auction:  Provided^  That  no  person  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  benefit  of  this  act  who  has  not  settled  and  improved^  or  shall  not 
settle  and  improve^  such  lands  prior  to  the  final  allotment  of  the  alternate 
sections  to  such  railroads  by  the  General  Land  Office:  And  provided  fur' 
ther^  That  the  price  to  be  paid  shaU  in  all  cases  be  $2  60  per  acre^  or 
such  other  minimum  price  as  is  now  fixed  by  lawj  or  may  be  fixed,  upon 
lands  hereafter  granted;  and  no  one  persofh  shall  have  the  right  of  pre- 
emption  to  more  than  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres.^^ 

The  same  having  been  read,

laws  relative  to  the  half-dollar,  quarter-dollar,  dime,  and  half-dime,^  shall 
taJce  effect  and  be  in  full  force  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  Aprils  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-three,  anything  therein  to  the  contrary  not'

entitled  •  An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  naval  service  for  the 
year  ending  the  thirtieth  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
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one,"  and  as  stated  in  the  letter  of  the  said  late  Secretary,  addressed 
to  the  honorable  Howell  Cobb,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives, and  dated  the  twenty-first  day  of  Januaiyi  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-one,  toward  the  execution  of  wnich  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  aollars  is  hereby  appropriated:  Provided^  That  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Secretarjr  such  basin  and  railway  are  necessary,  and 
will  be  useful  to  the  public  service." 
And  the  question  being  put.  Will  the  House  agree  thereto?

JResolvedj  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  House,  any  congressional  dis- 
trict in  the  Union  is  more  than  competent  to  furnish  its  full  quota  of 
officers,  upon  the  principle  as  laid  down  in  the  foregoing  resolutions, 
who  would  be  honest,  capable,  and  faithful  to  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States. 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  House,  immediately  after  all  the 
offices  shall  be  filled,  upon  the  principle  as  laid  down  in  these  resolu- 
tions, the  President  and  heads  of  departments  should  divide  the  whole 
number  of  congressional  districts  into  four  equal  divisions,  or  as  nearly 
so  as  may  be  practicable,  classifying  them  one,  two,  three,  and  four. 
The  offices  belonging  to  the  first  district  felling  into  the  first  class  shall

Mr.  Speaker  Boyd  addressed  the  House  as  follows : 

Gbntlemen  of  the  House  of  REPaESENTAxrviss :  I  may  be  al- 
lowed this  occasion  to  say  that,  in  undertaking  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  the  Chair,  I  relied  for  success  rather  upon  yonr  forbearance  and 
kindly  aid  than  upon  any  poor  abilities  of  my  own.  That  reliance,  I 
am  happy  to  say,  has  not  failed  me.  On  the  contrary,  the  untiring 
efforts  I  feel  I  have  made  to  perform  the  task  in  a  becoming  manner, 
have  been  met  and  sustained  with  a  degree  of  liberality  seldom  equalled 
in  any  deliberative  body.  A  striking  illustration  of  this  is  seen  in  the 
fact,  that  notwithstanding  the  multiplied  questions  of  parliamentary  law 
and  usage  which  have  arisen,  and  m  despite  of  errors  into  which  I  may 
have  fallen,  each  and  all  the  decisions  of  the  Chair,  with  a  single 
exception,  (and  that  upon  a  question  of  minor  importance,^  have  been 
generously  sustained  by  this  body.  And  as  a  further  mark  of  respect 
and  kindness,  you  have  been  pleased  to  adopt  a  resolution  approving 
of  my  general  conduct  as  the  Presiding  Officer  of  this  body.  In  all 
this,  I  feel  that  I  have  been  peculiarly  fortunate ;  and  for  it  all  I  beg 
you  will  accept  my  most  sincere  thanks. 

Allow  me  to  congratulate  you,  gentlemen,  upon  the  harmony  and 
personal  kindness  which  have  so  generally  prevailed  throughout  this 
Hall.  It  must  remain  a  source  of  unmixed  pleasure  to  us  all,  that  our 
conflicts  of  opinion  here,  however  fierce  they  may  occasionally  have 
been,  were  not  allowed  materially  to  distiu-b  our  social  relations  ;  and 
that  now,  having  finished  our  work,  we  part  in  peace.

TOUCHING  THE  DUTY  OF  THE  SPEAKER. 

1.  He  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  precisely  at  the  hour  to  which 
the  House  shall  have  adjourned  on  the  preceding  day ;  shall  immedi- 
ately call  the  members  to  order ;  and,  on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum, 
shall  cause  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read. — April  7, 
1789. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum;  may  speak  to  points  of 
order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that  pur-

3.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. — April  7, 
1789. 

4.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  to  wit:  "As  many 
as  are  of  opinion  that  (as  the  question  may  be)  say  -4y;"  and  after  the 
afl^mative  voice  is  expressed,  "As  many  as  are  of  the  contrary  opin- 
ion, say  ^0."  If  the  Speaker  doubt,  or  a  division  be  caUed  for,  the 
House  shall  divide :  those  in  the  affirmative  of  the  question  shall  first 
rise  from  their  seats,  and  afterwards  those  in  the  negative.  If  the 
Speaker  still  doubt,  or  a  count  be  required,  the  Speaker  shall  name 
two  members,  one  from  each  side,  to  tell  the  members  in  the  affirma- 
tive and  negative;  which  being  reported,  he  shall  rise  and  state  the* 
decision  to  the  House. — April  7,  1789.  No  division  and  count  of  the 
House  by  tellers  shall  be  in  order,  but  upon  motion  seconded  by  at 
least  one-fifth  of  a  quorum  of  the  members. — September  16,  1837. 

6.  When  any  motion  or  proposition  is  made,  the  question,  "  Will  the 
House  now  consider  it?"  shall  not  be  put  unless  it  is  demanded  by 
some  member,  or  is  deemed  necessary  by  the  Speaker. — December  12, 
1817. 

6.  The  Speaker  shall  examine  and  correct  the  journal  before  it  is 
read.  He  shall  have  a  general  direction  of  the  Hall.  He  shall  have  a 
right  to  name  any  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair,  but  such 
substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment. — December  23, 
1811. 
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7.  All  committees  ^hall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  unless  other- 
wise specially  directed  by  the  House,  in  which  case  they  shall  be 
appointed  by  ballot;  and  if,  upon  such  ballot,  the  number  required 
shall  not  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  given,  the  House  shall 
proceed  to  a  second  ballot,  in  which  a  plurality  of  votes  shall  prevail ; 
and  in  case  a  greater  number  than  is  required  to  compose  or  com- 
plete a  committee  shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  the  House  shall 
proceed  to  a  further  ballot  or  ballots. — January  13,  1790. 

8.  The  first  named  member  of  any  committee  shall  be  the  chairman ; 
and  in  his  absence,  or  being  excused  by  the  House,  the  next  named 
member,  and  so  on,  as  often  as  the  case  shall  happen,  unless  the  com- 
mittee, by  a  majority  of  their  number,  elect  a  chairman. — December  28, 
1805. 

9.  Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from  serving  on  any  committee 
at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  if  he  is  then  a  member  of  two  other 
committees. — April  13,  1789. 

10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  committee  to  meet  on  the  call  of  any 
two  of  its  members,  if  the  chairman  be  absent,  or  decline  to  appoint 
such  meeting. — December  20,  1805. 

11.  In  all  other  cases  of  ballot  than  for  committees,  a  majority  of  the 
votes  given  shall  be  necessary  to  an  election;  and  where  there  shall 
not  be  such  a  majority  on  tlie  first  ballot,  the  ballots  shall  be  repeated 
until  a  majority  be  obtained. — April  7,  1789.  And  in  all  ballotings 
blanks  shall  be  rejected,  and  not  taken  into  the  count  in  enumeratioQ 
of  votes,  or  reported  by  the  tellers. — Septefnber  15,  1837. 

12.  In  all  cases  of  ballot  by  the  House,  the  Speaker  shall  vote ;  in 
other  cases  he  shaU  not  be  required  to  vote,  unless  the  House  be  equally 
divided,  or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to  the  minority,  will  make  the  divi- 
sion equal;  and  in  case  of  such  equal  division,  the  question  shall  be  lost. 
—AprU  7,  1789. 

13.  In  all  cases  where  other  than  members  of  the  House  may  be  eli- 
gible to  an  office  by  the  election  of  the  House,  there  shall  be  a  previous 
nomination. — April  7,  1789. 

14.  In  all  cases  of  election  by  the  House  of  its  officers,  the  vote  shall 
be  taken  viva  voce. — December  10,  1839. 

15.  All  acts,  addresses,  and  joint  resolutions,  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Speaker ;  and  all  writs,  warrants  and  subpoenas,  issued  by  order  of  the 
House,  shall  be  under  his  hand  and  seal,  attested  by  the  Clerk. — Novemr 
ber  13,  1794. 

16.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  galleries 
or  lobby,  the  Speaker  (or  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
House)  shall  have  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. — March  14, 
1794. 

17.  No  person  except  members  of  the  Senate,  their  Secretary,  Heads 
of  Departments,  Treasurer,  Comptrollers,  Register,  Auditors,  Presi- 
dent's Secretary,  Chaplains  to  Congress,  Judges  of  the  United  States, 
Foreign  ministers  and  their  secretaries,  officers  who,  by  name,  have 
received,  or  shall  hereafter  receive  the  thanks  of  Congress  for  their 
gallantry  and  good  conduct  displayed  in  the  service  of  their  country, 
die  Governor  for  the  time  being  of  any  State  or  Territory  in  the  Union, 
such  gentlemen  as  have  been  Heacb  of  Departments  or  members  of 
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either  branch  of  the  National  legislature,  the  members  of  the  legisla-* 
tures,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  States  and  Territories — January  14, 
1850 — and,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Speaker,  persons  who  belong  to  such 
legislatures  oi  foreign  governments  as  are  in  amity  with  the  United 
States,  shall  be  admitted  within  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives; and  lO  person,  not  known  to  the  doorkeeper  to  be  entitled  to  the 
Erivilege  of  the  floor,  shall  enter  the  Hall,  unless  the  doorkeeper  sh&U 
e  informed  by  a  member  that  the  individual  is  entitled  to  admission 
under  this  rule,  and  in  what  capacity. — Janiuiry  14,  1S50. 

18.  Stenographers,  wishing  to  take  down  the  debates,  may  be  ad- 
mitted by  the  Speaker,  who  shall  assign  such  places  to  them,  on  the 
floor  or  elsewhere,  to  effect  their  object,  as  shall  not  interfere  with  the 
convenience  of  the  House — January  7,  1802 ;  modijied  to  present  form^ 
December  23,  1811. 

19.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  the  Hall,  under  the 
character  of  stenographer,  without  a  written  permission  from  the 
Speaker,  specifying  the  part  of  the  Hall  assigned  to  him;  and  no 
reporter  or  stenographer  shall  be  admitted  under  the  rules  of  the 
House,  unless  such  reporter  or  stenographer  shall  state,  in  writing,  i 
for  w^hait  paper  or  papers  he  is  employed  to  report. — March  1,  1838. 
And  no  person  shall  be  admitted,  under  the  rules  of  the  House,  as  a 
reporter  or  stenographer,  for  any  paper  or  papers,  who  shall  be  em- 
ployed as  an  agent  to  prosecute  any  claim  pending  before  Congress, 
and  the  Speaker  shall  give  his  written  permission  with  this  condition; 
and  not  more  than  one  reporter  or  stenographer  shall  be  assigned  the 
same  seat. — December  13,  1852. 

20.  The  doorkeeper  shall  execute  strictly  the  17th  and  18th  rules, 
relative  to  the  privilege  of  the  Hall. — March  1,  1838. 

21.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  take  an  oath  for  the  true  and  faith- 
ful discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and 
abilities — AprU  13,  1789;  and  act  June  1,  1789.  He  shall  be  deemed 
to  continue  in  oflice  until  another  be  appointed. — March  1,  1791. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  OF  THE  SESSION. 

22.  After  six  days  from  the  commencement  of  a  second  or  subse- 
quent session  of  any  Congress,  all  bills,  resolutions,  and  reports,  which 
originated  in  the  House,  and  at  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  session 
remained  undetermined,  shall  be  resumed  and  acted  on  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  an  adjournment  had  not  taken  place. — March  17,  1818. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS   OF  THE  DAT. 

23.  As  soon  as  the  journal  is  read,  the  Spesjjcer  shall  call  for  peti- 
tions from  the  members  of  each  State  and  delegates  from  each  Terri- 
tory>  beginning  with  Maine — December  23,  1811 — and  the  Territory  of 
Wisconshi,  alternately — September  15,  1837;  and  if,  on  any  day,  the 
whole  of  the  States  and  Territories  shall  not  be  called,  the  Speaker 
shall  begin  on  the  next  day  where  he  left  off*  the  previous  day — Vecemr 
ber  23,  1811;  provided  that,  after  the  first  thirty  days  of  the  session, 
petitions  shall  not  be  received  except  on  the  first  day  of  the  meeting 
of  the  House  in  each  week. — March  13, 1822. 
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24.  Petitions,  memorials,  and  other  papers  addressed  to  the  House, 
shall  be  presented  by  the  Speaker,  or  by  a  member  in  his  place ;  a 
brief  statement  of  the  contents  thereof  shall  be  made  verbally  by  the 
introducer;  they  shall  not  be  debated  on  the  very  day  of  their  being 
presented ;  nor  on  any  day  assigned  by  the  House  for  the  receipt  of 
petitions  after  the  first  thirty  days  of  the  session,  unlelb  where  the 
House  shall  direct  otherwise,  but  shall  lie  on  the  table,  to  be  taken 
up  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  presented. — September  14,  1S37. 
Members  having  petitions  and  memorials  to  present  may  band  them 
to  the  Clerk,  endorsing  the  same  with  their  names,  and  the  reference 
or  disposition  to  be  made  thereof;  and  such  petitions  and  memorials 
shall  be  entered  on  the  journal,  subject  to  the  control  and  direction  of 
the  Speaker ;  and  if  any  petition  or  memorial  be  so  handed  in,  which, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Speaker,  is  excluded  by  the  rules,  the  same 
shall  be  returned  to  the  member  from  whom  it  was  received. — March 
29,  1842. 

25.  The  petitions  having  been  presented  and  disposed  of,  reports 
from  committees  shall  be  called  for  and  disposed  of — December  23, 
1811 ;  in  doing  which,  the  Speaker  shall  call  upon  each  standing  com- 
mittee, in  the  order  they  are  named  in  the  76th  and  104th  rules ;  and 
vwhcn  all  the  standing  committees  shall  have  been  called  on,  then  it 
-shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Speaker  to  call  for  reports  from  select  com- 
•mittees ;  if  the  Speaker  shall  not  get  through  the  call  upon  the  com- 
mittees before  the  House  passes  to  other  business,  he  shall  resume  the 
inext  call  where  he  left  off. — September  15,  1837.  Resolutions  shall 
then  be  called  for  in  the  same  order,  and  disposed  of  by  the  same  rules 
which  apply  to  petitions:  provided  that  no  member  shall  ofier  more 
than  one  resolution,  or  one  series  of  resolutions,  all  relating  to  the  same 
subject,  until  all  the  States  and  Territories  shall  have  been  called. — 
January  14,  1829. 

26.  All  the  States  and  Territories  shall  be  called  for  resolutions  on 
each  alternate  Monday  during  each  session  of  Congress;  and,  if  neces- 
sary to  secure  this  object  on  said  days,  all  resolutions  which  shall  give 
rise  %o  debate  shall  lie  over  for  discussion,  under  the  rules  of  the  House 
already  established;  and  the  whole  of  said  days  shall  be  appropriated 
to  resolutions,  until  all  the  States  and  Territories  are  called  through- — 
February  6,  1838. 

27.  After  one  hour  shall  have  been  devoted  to  reports  from  commit- 
tees and  resolutions,  it  shall  be  in  order,  pending  the  consideration  or 
discussion  thereof,  to  entertain  a  motion  that  the  House  do  now  proceed 
to  dispose  of  the  business  on  the  Speaker's  table,  and  to  the  orders  of 
the  day. — January  6^  1832;  which  being  decided  in  the  affirmative, 
(he  Spestk^r  shall  disjx>se  of  the  business  on  his  table  in  the  folbwing 
order,  viz: 

Ist.  Messages  and  other  executive  communications. 

2d.  Messages  from  the  Senate  and  amendments  proposed  by  the  Senate 
to  bills  of  the  House. 

3d.  Bills  and  resolutions  from  the  Senate  on  their  first  and  second 
reading,  that  they  be  referred  to  committees  and  put  under  way; 
but  if,  on  being  read  a  second  time,  no  motion  be  made  to  com- 
mit, they  are  to  be  ordered  to  their  third  reading,  unless  objection  be 
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made;  in  which  case,  if  not  otherwise  ordered  by  a  majority  of  the 

House,  they  are  to  be  laid  on  the  table  in  the  general  file  of  bills  on 

the  Speaker's  table,  to  be  taken  up  in  their  turn. 
4th.  Engrossed  bills  and  bills  from  the  Senate  on  their  third  reading. 
6th.  Bills  of  the  House  and  from  the  Senate,  on  the  Speaker's  table, 

on  their  engrossment,  or  on  being  ordered  to  a  third  reading,  to  be 

taken  up  and  considered  in  the  order  of  time  in  which  they  passed  to 

a  second  reading. 

The  messages,  communications  and  bills  on  his  table,  having  been 
disposed  of,  the  Speaker  shall  then  proceed  to  call  the  orders  of  the 
day. — September  14,  1837. 

28*  The  business  specified  in  the  26th  and  27th  rules  shall  be  done 
at  no  other  part  of  the  day,  except  by  permission  of  the  House. — 
December  23,  1811: 

LOCAL  OR  PRIVATE  BUSINESS. 

29.  Friday  and  Saturday  in  every  week  shall  be  set  apart  for  the 
consideration  of  private  bills  and  private  business,  in  preference  to  any 
other,  unless  otherwise  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  House. — 
January  22,  1810,  and  January  26,  1826. 

30.  On  the  first  and  fourth  Friday  of  each  month,  the  calendar  of 
private  bills  shall  be  called  over,  (the  chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole  House  commencing  the  call  where  he  left  off  the  previous 
day,)  and  the  bills  to  the  passage  of  which  no  objection  shall  then  be 
made  shall  be  first  considered  and  disposed  of. — January  25,  1839. 

OF  DECORUM  AND   DEBATE. 

31.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address 
himself  to  **  Mr.  Speaker," — April  7,  17£9  ;  and  shall  confine  himself 
to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality. — December  23, 1811. 

32.  Members  may  address  the  House  or  committee  from  the  Clerk's 
desk,  or  from  a  place  near  the  Speaker's  chair. 

33.  When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rise  at  once,  the  Speaker 
shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. — April  7,  1789. 

34.  No  member  shall  occupy  more  than  one  hour  in  debate  on  any 
question  in  the  House,  or  in  Committee ;  but  a  member  reporting  the 
measure  under  consideration  from  a  committee  may  open  and  close  the 
debate:  provided,  that  where  debate  is  closed  by  order  of  the  House, 
any  member  shall  be  allowed,  in  committee,  five  minutes  to  explain  any 
amendment  he  may  offer,  after  which  any  member  who  shall  first  obtain 
the  floDr  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  five  minutes  in  opposition  to  it,  and 
there  shall  be  no  further  debate  on  the  amendment;  but  the  same 
privilege  on  debate  shall  be  allowed  in  favor  of  and  against  any  amend- 
ment that  may  be  offered  to  the  amendment ;  and  neither  the  amend- 
ment nor  an  amendment  to  the  amendment  shall  be  withdrawn  by  the 
mover  thereof,  unless  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  conunittee. — 
Decembej'  18,  1847. 

35.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules 
of  the  House,  the  Speaker  snail,  or  any  member  may,  call  to  order ;  in 
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which  case,  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down, 
unless  permitted  to  explain ;  and  the  House  shall,  if  appealed  to,  decide 
on  the  case,  but  without  debate :  if  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of 
the  Chair  shall  be  submitted  to.  If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the 
member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed;  if  otherwise^ 
he  shall  not  be  permitted  to  jyrocecd,  in  case  any  member  object,  withmit  leave 
of  the  House :  and  if  the  case  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure 
of  the  House.— ^j;ri/  7,  1789,  and  March  13,  1822. 
^  36.  If  a  member  be  called  to  order  for  words  spoken  in  debate,  the 
person  calling  him  to  order  shall  repeat  the  words  excepted  to,  and 
they  shall  be  taken  down  in  writing  at  the  Clerk's  table;  and  no  mem- 
ber shall  be  held  to  answer,  or  be  subject  to  the  censure  of  the  House, 
for  words  spoken  in  debate,  if  any  other  member  has  spoken,  or  other 
business  has  intervened,  after  the  words  spoken,  and  before  exception 
to  them  shall  have  been  taken. — September  14,  1837. 

37.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  to  the  same  question, 
without  leave  of  the  House — Ajpril  7,  1789 — unless  he  be  the  mover, 
proposer,  or  introducer  of  the  matter  pending;  in  which  case  he  shall 
be  permitted  to  speak  in  reply,  but  not  until  every  member  choosing 
to  speak  shall  have  spoken. — Januaru  14,  1840. 

38.  If  a  question  depending  be  lost  by  adjournment  of  the  House, 
and  revived  on  the  succeeding  day,  no  member  who  shall  have  sp)ken 
on  the  preceding  day  shall  be  permitted  again  to  speak  without  leave. 
—April  7,  1789. 

39.  While  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing  the 
House,  none  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  House ;  nor,  in  such  case, 
or  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  entertain  private  discourse  ;  nor 
while  a  member  is  speaking  shall  pass  between  him  and  the  chair. — 
April  7,  1789.  Every  member  shall  remain  uncovered  during  the 
session  of  the  House. — September  14,  1837.  No  member  or  other  person 
shall  visit  or  remain  by  the  Clerk's  table  while  the  ayes  and  noes  are 
calling,  or  ballots  are  counting. — September  14,  1837. 

40.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which  he 
is  immediately  and  particularly  interested,  or  in  any  case  where  he  was 
not  within  the  bar  of  the  House  when  the  question  was  put. — April  7, 
1789.  And  when  any  member  shall  ask  leave  to  vote,  the  Speaker 
shall  propound  to  him  the  question — "  Were  you  within  the  bar  when 
your  name  tvas  called  ?" — September  14,  1837. 

41.  Upon  a  division  and  count  of  the  House  on  any  question,  no 
member  without  the  bar  shall  be  counted. — November  13,  1794. 

42.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  the  question  is 
put  shall  give  his  vote  unless  the  House,  for  special  reason,  shall  ex- 
cuse him. — April  7, 1789.  All  motions  to  excuse  a  member  from  voting 
shall  be  made  before  the  House  divides,  or  before  the  call  of  the  yeas 
and  nays  is  commenced ;  and  the  question  shall  then  be  taken  w^ithout 
further  debate. — September  14,  1837. 

43.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the 
Speaker ;  or,  being  in  writing,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  Chair,  and  read 
aloud  by  the  Clerk^  before  debated. — April  7,  1789. 

44.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Speaker  or  any 
member  desire  it.= — April  7,  1789.     Every  written  motion  made  to  the 
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House  shall  be  inserted  on  the  Journal,  with  the  name  of  the  member 
making  it,  unless  it  be  withdrawn  on  the  same  day  on  which  it  was 
submitted. — March  26,  1806. 

45.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  or  read  by  the  Clerk, 
it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be 
withdrawn  at  any  time  before  a  decision  or  amendment. — April  7, 1789. 

46.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  lie  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  question,  to  postpone 
to  a  day  certain,  to  commit  or  amend,  to  postpone  indefinitely ;  which 
several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
arranged — March  13, 1822 ;  and  no  motion  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain, 
to  commit,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely,  being  decided,  shall  be  again 
allowed  on  the  same  day,  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposition. 

47.  When  a  resolution  shall  be  oflfered,  or  a  motion  made,  to  refer  any 
subject^  and  different  committees  shall  be  proposed,  the  question  shall 
be  taken  in  the  following  order : 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  on  the  state  of  the  Union  ;  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole  House;  a  Standing  Committee;  a  Select  Com- 
mittee.— March  13,  1822. 

48.  A  motion  to  adjourn,  and  a  motion  to  fix  the  day  to  which  the 
House  shall  adjourn,  shall  be  always  in  order — April  7,  1789,  and 
January  14,  1840:  these  motions,  and  the  motion  to  lie  on  the  table, 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. — November  13, 1794 ;  March  13,  1822. 

49.  The  hour  at  which  every  motion  to  adjourn  is  made  shall  be 
entered  on  the  Journal. — October  9,  1837. 

60.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form :  "  Shall  the  main 
question  be  now  putV" — April  7,  1789.  It  shall  only  be  admitted 
when  demanded  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present — February  24, 
1812  ;  and  its  effect  shall  be  to  put  an  end  to  all  debate,  and  bring  the 
House  to  a  direct  vote  upon  a  motion  to  commit,  if  such  motion  shall 
have  been  made ;  and  if  this  motion  does  not  prevail,  then  upon  amend- 
ments reported  by  a  committee,  if  any ;  then — August  6,  1848 — upon 
pending  amendments,  and  then  upon  the  main  question. — January  14, 
1840.  On  a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  and  prior  to  the  second- 
ing of  the  same,  a  call  of  the  House  shall  be  in  order ;  but  after  a 
majority  shall  have  seconded  such  motion,  no  call  shall  be  in  order 
prior  to  a  decision  of  the  main  Question. — September  14,  1837. 

51.  On  a  previous  question  tnere  shall  be  no  debate. — December  17, 
1806.  All  incidental  questions  of  order  arising  after  a  motion  is  made 
for  the  previous  question,  and  pending  such  motion,  shall  be  decided, 
whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without  debate. — Septetnber  16,  1837. 

62.  When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same  shall  not  be 
acted  upon  again  during  the  session. — December  17,  1806. 

53.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  question,  which  shall 
be  divided  if  it  comprehend  propositions  in  substance  so  distinct,  that 
one  being  taken  away,  a  substantive  proposition  shall  remain  for  the 
decision  of  the  House. — September  16,  1887.  A  motion  to  strikeout 
and  insert  shall  be  deemed  indivisible-»Dcremier  23, 1811 ;  but  a  motion 
to  strike  out  being  lost,  shall  preclude  neither  amendment  nor  a  motion 
to  strike  out  and  insert.

And  it  shall  be,  moreover,  the  duty  of  the  said  committees  to  report, 
from  time  to  time,  whether  any  and  what  retrenchment  can  be  made 
in  the  expenditures  of  the  several  departments  without  detriment  to  the 
public  service ;  whether  any,  and  what  abuses  at  any  time  exist  in  the 
failure  to  enforce  the  payment  of  moneys  which  may  be  due  lo  the 
United  States  from  public  defaulters  or  others;  and  to  report,  from  time 
to  time,  such  provisions  and  arrangements  as  may  be  necessary  to  add 
to  the  economy  of  the  several  departments  and  the  accountability  of 
their  officers. — March  30,  1816. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  committees  on  Public  Expenditures 
to  inquire  whether  any  offices  belonging  to  the  branches  or  departments, 
respectively,  concerning  whose  expenditures  it  is  their  duty  to  inquire, 
have  become  useless  or  unnecessary ;  and  to  report,  from  time  to  time, 
on  the  expediency  of  modifying  or  abolishing  the  same:  also,  to  ex- 
amine into  the  pay  and  emoluments  of  all  offices  under  the  laws  of  the 
United  States;  and  to  leport  from  time  to  time  such  a  reduction  or 
increase  thereof  as  a  just  economy  and  the  public  service  may  require. 
-%i#6miry  19,  1817. 

107.  The  several  standing  committees  of  the  House  shall  have  leave 
to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise. — March  13,  1822. 

108.  No  committee  shall  sit  during  the  sitting  of  the  House,  without 
special  leave. — November  13,  1794. 

109.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  make,  and  cause  to  be 
printed,  and  delivered  to  each  member  at  the  commencement  of  every 
session  of  Congress,  a  list  of  the  reports  which  it  is  the  duty  of  any 
officer  or  department  of  the  government  to  make  to  Congress ;  referring 
to  the  act  or  resolution,  and  page  of  the  volume  of  the  laws  or  Journal 
in  which  it  may  be  contained ;  and  placing  under  the  name  of  each 
officer  the  list  of  reports  required  of  him  to  be  made,  and  the  time 
when  the  report  may  be  expected. — March  13,  1822. 

110.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  at  the  end  of 
each  session,  to  send  a  printed  copy  of  the  Journals  thereof  to  the 
Executive  and  to  each  branch  of  the  Legislature  of  every  State, — 
Natrmber  13,  1794. 

111.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  noted  by  the  Clerk,  with  the 
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decision,  and  put  together  at  the  end  of  the  Journal  of  eveiy  session. 
— December  23,  ]811. 

112.  Whenever  confidential  communications  are  received  from  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  the  House  shall  be  cleared  of  all  persons, 
except  the  members,  Clerk,  Sergeant-at-arms  and  Doorkeeper,  and  so 
contmue  during  the  reading  of  such  communications,  and  (unless  other- 
wise directed  by  the  House,)  during  all  debates  and  proceedings  to  be 
had  thereon.  And  when  the  Speaker,  or  any  other  member,  shall 
inlbrm  the  House  that  he  has  communications  to  make,  which  he  con- 
ceives ought  to  be  kept  secret,  the  House  shall,  in  like  manner,  be 
cleared,  till  the  communication  be  made;  the  House  shall  then  deter- 
mine whether  the  matter  communicated  requires  secrecy  or  not,  and 
take  order  accordingly. — February  17,  1792,  and  December  30,  1793. 

113.  All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business  to  be  acted  on, 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. — February  21,  1803. 

OF  BILLS. 

114.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  on  the  report  of  a  committee,  or 
by  motion  for  leave.  In  the  latter  case,  at  least  one  day's  notice  shall 
be  given  of  the  motion  in  the  House,  or  by  filing  a  memorandum 
thereof  with  the  Clerk,  and  having  it  entered  on  the  Journal;  and  the 
motion  shall  be  made,  and  the  bill  introduced,  if  leave  is  given,  when 
resolutions  are  called  for;  such  motion,  or  the  bill  when  introduced, 
may  be  committed. — Ajtril  7,  1789,  September  15,  1837,  and  March  2, 
1848. 

115.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  several  readings  in  the  House, 
previous  to  its  passage ;  and  bills  shall  be  despatched  in  order  as  they 
were  introduced,  unless  where  the  House  shall  direct  otherwise ;  but 
no  bill  shall  be  twice  read  on  the  same  day,  without  special  order  of 
the  House.— ^jpriZ  7, 1789. 

116.  The  first  reading  of  a  biU  shall  be  for  information,  and  if  oppo- 
sition be  made  to  it,  the  question  shall  be,  "Shall  this  bill  be  rejected ^ 
If  no  opposition  be  made,  or  if  the  question  to  reject  be  negatived,  the 
bill  shall  go  to  its  second  reading  without  a  question. — April  7,  1789. 

117.  Upon  the  second  reading  of  a  bill  the  Speaker  shall  state  it  as 
ready  for  commitment  or  engrossment;  and  if  committed,  then  a  ques- 
tion shall  be,  whether  to  a  select  or  standing  committee,  or  to  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  House ;  if  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House, 
the  House  shall  determine  on  what  day — November  13,  1794;  if  no 
motion  be  made  to  commit,  the  question  shall  be  stated  on  its  engross- 
ment; and  if  it  be  not  ordered  to  be  engrossed  on  the  day  of  its  being 
reported,  it  shall  be  placed  in  the  general  file  on  the  Speaker's  table, 
to  be  taken  up  in  order. — September  14, 1837.  But,  if  the  bill  be  ordered 
to  be  engrossed,  the  House  shall  appoint  the  day  when  it  shall  be  read 
the  third  time. — November  13,  1794. 

118.  Not  more  than  three  bills,  originating  in  the  House,  shall  be 
committed  to  the  same  Committee  of  the  Whole ;  and  such  bills  shall 
be  analogous  in  their  nature,  which  analogy  shall  be  determined  by 
the  Speaker. — December  29,  1817. 

119.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  words  of  a  bill  shall  have 
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precedence  of  a  motion  to  amend  ;  and  if  carried,  shall  be  considered 
equivalent  to  its  rejection. — March  13,  1822. 

120.  After  commitment  and  report  thereof  to  the  House,  or  at  any- 
time before  its  passage,  a  bill  may  be  recommitted. — April  7,  1789. 

121.  All  bills  ordered  to  be  engrossed  shall  be  executed  in  a  fair 
round  hand. — April  7,  1789. 

122.  No  amendment  by  way  oi  rider  shall  be  received  to  any  bill  on 
its  third  reading. — April  8,  1814. 

123.  When  a  bill  shall  pass,  it  shall  be  certified  by  the  Clerk,  noting 
the  day  of  its  passage  at  the  foot  thereof. — April  7, 1789. 

OP  COMMITTEES  OF  THE  WHOLE  HpUSB.

124.  It  shall  be  a  standing  order  of  the  day,  throughout  the  session, 
for  the  House  to  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  on 
the  state  of  the  Union. — ApH  7,  17S9. 

125.  In  forming  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  the  Speaker  shall 
leave  his  chair,  and  a  chairman,  to  preside  in  committee,  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Speaker. — April  7, 1789. 

126.  Whenever  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  the  state  of  the  Union, 
or  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  finds  itself  without  a  quorum, 
the  chairman  shall  cause  the  roll  of  the  House  to  be  called ;  and  there- 
upon the  committee  shall  rise,  and  the  chairman  shall  report  the  names 
of  the  absentees  to  the  House,  which  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal. — 
December  18,  1847. 

127.  Upon  bills  committed  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  the 
bill  shall  be  first  read  throughout  by  the  Clerk,  and  then  again  read 
and  debated  by  clauses,  leaving  the  preamble  to  be  last  considered. 
The  body  of  the  bill  shall  not  be  defaced  or  interUned ;  but  all  amend- 
ments, noting  the  page  and  line,  shall  be  duly  entered  by  the  Clerk  on 
a  separate  paper,  as  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  committee,  and 
so  reported  to  the  House.  After  report,  the  bill  shall  again  be  subject 
to  be  debated  and  amended  by  clauses,  before  a  question  to  engross  it 
be  taken. — AprU  7,  1789. 

128.  All  amendments  made  to  an  original  motion  in  committee  shall 
be  incorporated  with  the  motion,  and  so  reported. — AprU  7,  1789. 

129.  All  amendments  made  to  a  report  committed  to  a  Committee 
of  the  Whole  House  shall  be  noted,  and  reported,  as  in  the  case  of  bills. 
—April  7,  1789. 

)►*•  130.  All  questions,  whether  in  Committee  or  in  the  House,  shall  be 
propounded  m  the  order  in  which  they  were  moved,  except  that,  in 
tilling  up  blanks,  the  largest  sum  and  longest  time  shall  be  first  put. — 
April  7,  1789. 

131.  No  motion  or  proposition  for  a  tax  or  charge  upon  the  people 
shall  be  discussed  the  day  on  which  it  is  made  or  offered ;  and  every 
such  proposition  shall  receive  its  first  discussion  in  a  Committee  of  the 
Whole  House. — November  13,  1794. 

132.  No  sum  or  quantum  of  tax  or  duty,  voted  by  a  Committee  of 
the  Whole  House,  shall  be  increased  in  the  House  until  the  motion  or 
proposition  for  such  increase  shall  be  first  discussed  and  voted  in  a 
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Committee  of  the  Whole  House ;  ^and  so  In  respect  to  the  time  of  its 
continuance. — November  13,  1794. 

133.  All  proceedings  touching  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  first 
discussed  in  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House. — November  13,  1794. 

134.  The  rules  of  proceedings  in  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  a 
Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable, 
except  the  rule  hmiting  the  times  of  speaking — Ayril  7,  1789  ;  but  no 
member  shall  speak  twice  to  any  question,  until  every  member  choosing 
to  speak  shall  have  spoken. — December  17,  1805. 

135.  In  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  the  state  of  the  Union,  the  bills 
shall  be  taken  up  and^isposed  of  in  their  order  on  the  calendar ;  but 
when  objection  is  made  to  the  consideration  of  a  bill,  a  majority  of  the 
committee  shall  decide,  without  debate,  whether  it  shall  be  taken  up 
and  disposed  of,  or  laid  aside :  provided  that  general  appropriation  bills, 
and,  in  time  of  war,  bills  for  raising  men  or  money,  and  bills  con- 
cerning a  treaty  of  peace,  shall  be  preferred  to  all  other  bills,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  committee ;  and  when  demanded  by  any  member,  the 
question  shall  first  be  put  in  regard  to  them. — July  27,  1848. 

136.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  House  shall  be  rescinded  or 
changed  without  one  day's  notice  being  given  of  the  motion  therefor-^ 
Novemfyer  13,  1794 ;  nor  shall  any  rule  be  suspended,  except  by  a  vote 
of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  present — March  13,  1822;  nor 
shall  the  order  of  business,  as  established  by  the  rules,  be  postponed 
or  changed,  except  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. — April  26,  1828.  The  House  may  at  any  time,  by  a  vote  of 
a  majority  of  the  members  present,  suspend  the  rules  and  orders  for  the 
purpose  of  going  into  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  on  the  state 
of  the  Union;  and  also  for  providing  for  the  discharge  of  the  Committee 
of  the  Whole  House,  and  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  on  the 
state  of  the  Union — January  25,  1848 — from  the  further  consideration 
of  any  bill  referred  to  it,  after  acting,  without  debate,  on  all  amend- 
ments pending,  and  that  may  be  offered. — March  11,  1844. 

137.  Except  during  the  last  ten  days  of  the  session,  the  Speaker 
shall  not  entertain  a  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  of  the  House  at  any 
time,  except  on  Monday  of  every  week :  provided  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  to  alter  so  much  of  the  136th  rule  as  provides 
as  follows :  "  The  House  may  at  any  time,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of 
the  members  present,  suspend  the  rules  and  orders  for  the  purpose  of 
going  into  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  on  the  state  of  the 
Union :  and  also  for  providing  for  the  discharge  of  the  committee  from 
the  further  consideration  of  any  bill  referred  to  it,  after  acting,  without 
debate,  on  all  amendments  pending,  and  that  maybe  offered." — December 
18,  1847.  • 

138.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  the  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills  to  report 
at  any  time. — March  13,  1822. 

139.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  comprised  In  Jefferson's 
Manual  shall  govern  the  House  In  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applica- 
ble, and  in  which  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  Standing  Rules  and 
Orders  of  the  House,  and  the  Joint  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives. — September  15,  1837«

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140.  No  person  shall  be  permittgd  to  perform  divine  service  in  the 
chamber  occupied  by  the  House  of  Representatives  unless  with  the 
consent  of  the  Speaker. — May  19,  1804. 

141.  The  rule  for  paying  witnesses  summoned  to  appear  before  this 
House,  or  either  of  its  committees,  shall  be  as  follows :  For  each  day 
a  witness  shall  attend,  the  sum  of  two  dollars ;  for  each  mile  he  shall 
travel  in  coming  to  or  going  from  the  place  of  examination,  the  sum  of 
ten  cents  each  way,  but  nothing  shall  be  paid  for  travelling  home  when 
the  witness  has  been  summoned  at  the  place  of  trial. — June  5,  1832. 

142.  The  Clerk  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  close  of  each 
session  of  Congress,  cause  to  be  completed  the  piinting  and  primary 
distribution,  to  members  and  delegates,  of  the  Journal  of  the  House, 
together  with  an  accurate  index  to  the  same. — June  18,  1832. 

143.  There  shall  be  retained  in  the  hbrary  of  the  Clerk's  office,  for 
the  use  of  the  members  there,  and  not  to  be  withdrawn  therefrom,  two 
copies  of  all  the  books  and  printed  documents  deposited  in  the  library. 
— December  22,  1826. 

144.  The  Clerk  shall  have  preserved  for  each  member  of  the  House 
an  extra  copy,  in  good  binding,  of  all  the  documents  printed  by  order 
of  either  House  at  each  future  session  of  Congress. — February  9,  1831. 

145.  The  Clerk  shall  make  a  weekly  statement  of  the  resolutions  and 
bills  (Senate  bills  inclusive)  upon  the  Speaker's  table,  accompanied 
with  a  brief  reference  to  the  orders  and  proceedings  of  the  House  upon 
each,  and  the  date  of  such  orders  and  proceedings ;  which  statement 
shall  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  members. — April  21,  1836. 

146.  The  Clerk  shall  cause  an  index  to  be  prepared  to  the  acts 
passed  at  every  session  of  Congress,  and  to  be  printed  and  bound  with 
the  acts. — July  4,  1832. 

147.  The  unappropriated  rooms  in  that  part  of  the  Capitol  assigned 
to  the  House  shall  be  subject  to  the  order  and  disposal  of  the  Speaker, 
until  the  further  order  of  the  House. — May  26,  1824. 

148.  Maps  accompanying  documents  shall  not  be  printed,  under  the 
general  oraer  to  print,  without  the  special  direction  of  the  House. — 
March  2,  1837  ;  September  11,  1837. 

149.  No  committee  shall  be  permitted  to  employ  a  clerk  at  the  public 
expense,  without  first  obtaining  leave  of  the  House  for  that  purpose. — 
December  14,  1838. 

1 60.  No  extra  compensation  shall  be  allowed  to  any  oflScer  or  mes- 
senger, page,  laborer,  or  other  person  in  the  service  of  the  House,  or 
engaged  in  or  about  the  public  grounds  or  buildings ;  and  no  person 
shall  be  an  officer  of  the  House,  or  continue  in  its  employment,  who 
shall  be  an  agent  for  the  prosecution  of  any  claim  against  the  govern- 
ment, or  be  interested  in  such  claim  otherwise  than  an  original  claimant; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Accounts  to  inquire  into 
and  report  to  the  House  any  violation  of  this  rule. — March  8,  1842. 

161.  Upon  the  engrossment  of  any  bill  making  appropriations  of 
money  for  works  of  internal  improvement  of  any  kind  or  description,  it 
shall  be  in  the  power  of  any  member  to  call  for  a  division  of  the  ques- 
tion, so  as  to  take  a  separate  vote  of  the  House  upon  each  item  of 
improvement  or  appropriation  contained  in  said  bill,  or  upon  such  items 
separately,  and  others  collectively,  as  the  members  making  the  call 
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may  specify;  and  if  one-fifth  of  ihe  members  present  second  said  call, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Speaker  to  make  such  divisions  of  the  ques- 
tion, and  put  them  to  vote  accordingly. — Febrtuiry  26,  1846. 

152.  Tne  following  resolution  was  passed  by  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, January  30,  18^6— Journal  of  the  House  of  Bepresentatives, 
1st  sesnon  29th  Congress^  page  323 : 

"  Whereas  the  Clerk  of  this  House  is  by  law  made  the  responsible 
officer  for  the  proper  disbursement  of  the  contingent  fund,  and  is  re- 
quired to  give  bona  for  the  faithful  disbursement  thereof:  therefore, 

"  Resolvedj  That,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  resolution,  all 
contracts,  bargains,  or  agreements,  relative  to  the  furnishing  any  matter 
or  thing,  or  for  the  performance  of  any  labor  for  the  House  of  Repr 
resentatives,  be  made  with  the  Clerk,  or  approved  by  him,  before  any 
allowance  shall  be  made  therefor  by  the  Committee  of  Accounts." 
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JOINT  RULES  AND  ORDERS  OF  THE  TWO  HOUSES. 

1.  Ill  every  case  of  an  amendment  of  a  bill  agreed  to  in  one  house, 
and  dissented  to  in  the  other,  if  either  house  shall  request  a  conference, 
and  appoint  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  other  house  shall  also 
appoint  a  committee  to  confer,  such  committees  shall,  at  a  convenient 
hour,  to  be  agreed  on  by  their  chairmen,  meet  in  the  conference  cham- 
ber, and  state  to  each  other,  verbally  or  in  writing,  as  either  shall 
choose,  the  reasons  of  their  respective  houses  for  and  against  the  amend- 
ment, and  confer  freely  thereon. — November  13,  1794. 

2.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  the  Senate  to  the  House  of 
Representatives,  it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  House  by  the 
Doorkeeper,  and  shall  be  respectfully  communicated  to  the  Chair  by 
the  person  by  whom  it  may  be  sent. — November  13,  1794. 

3.  The  same  ceremony  shall  be  observed  when  a  messenger  shall  be 
sent  from  the  House  of  Representatives  to  the  Senate. — November  13, 
1794. 

4.  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  such  persons  as  a  sense  of  propriety  in 
eeach  house  may  determine  to  be  proper. — November  13,  1794. 

-5.  While  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two  houses  they  shall 
be  on  paper,  and  under  the  signature  of  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  of  each 
house,  respectivjely. — November  13,  1794. 

6.  Alter  a  bill  shall  have  passed  both  houses,  it  shall  be  duly  enrolled 
on  parchment  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  or  the 
Secretary  of  the  Senate,  as  the  bill  may  have  originaVed  in  the  one  or 
the  other  house,  before  it  shall  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States. — November  13,  1794. 

7.  When  bills  are  enrolled,  they  shall  be  examined  by  a  joint  com- 
mittee of  two  from  the  Senate  and  two  from  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, appointed  as  a  standing  committee  for  that  purpose,  who  shall 
carefully  compnre  the  enrolment  with  the  engrossed  bills,  as  passed  in 
the  two  houses,  and,  correcting  any  errors  that  may  be  discovered  in 
the  enrolled  bills,  make  their  report  forthwith  to  their  respective  houses. 
— November  13,  1794,  and  February  1,  1827. 

8.  After  examination  and  report,  each  bill  shall  be  signed  in  the 
respective  houses,  first  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
then  by  the  President  of  the  Senate. — November  13,  1794. 

9.  After  a  bill  shall  have  been  thus  signed  in  each  house,  it  shall  be 
presented,  by  the  said  committee,  to  the  President  qf  the  United  States, 
for  his  npprobation,  (it  being  first  endorsed  on  the  back  of  the  roll,  certi- 
fying in  which  house  the  same  originated;  wliich  endorsement  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Secretary  or  Clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  the  house  in 
which  the  same  did  originate,)  and  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of 
each  house.  The  said  committee  shall  report  the  day  of  presentation 
to  the  President ;  which  time  shall  also  be  carefully  entered  on  the 
journal  of  each  house. — November  13,  1794. 

10.  All  orders,  resolutions  and  votes,  which  are  to  be  presented  to 
the  President  of  the  United  States  for  his  approbation,  shall  also,  in  the 
same  manner,  be  previously  enrolled,  examined,  and  jsigned;  and  shall 
be  presented  in  the  same  manner,  and  by  the  same  committee,  as  pro- 
vided m  the  cases  of  bills. — November  13,  1794. 
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11.  When  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  shall  judge  it 
proper  to  make  a  joint  address  to  the  President,  it  shall  be  presented 
to  him  in  his  audience  chamber  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  in  the 
presence  of  the  Speaker  arid  both  houses. — Novanber  13,  1794. 

12.  When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  shall  have  passed  in  one  house 
is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  house  in 
which  the  same  shall  have  passed. 

13.  When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  has  been  passed  in  one  house 
shall  be  rejected  in  the  other,  it  shall  not  be  brought  in  during  the  same 
session,  without  a  notice  of  ten  days,  and  leave  of  two-thirds  of  that 
house  in  which  it  shall  be  renewed. 

14.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  en  which  any 
bill  or  resolution  shall  be  founded. 

15.  After  each  house  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagreement,  a 
bill  or  resolution  shall  be  lost. 

16.  No  bill  that  shall  have  passed  one  house  shall  be  sent  for  concur- 
rence to  the  other  on  either  of  the  three  last  days  of  the  session. — Jan- 
vary  30,  1822. 

17.  No  bill  or  resolution  that  shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives and  the  Senate  shall  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  for  his  approbation,  on  the  last  day  of  the  session. — 
January  30,  1822. 

18.  When  bills  which  have  passed  one  house  are  ordered  to  be 
printed  in  the  other,  a  greater  number  of  copies  shall  not  be  printed 
than  may  be  nAessary  for  the  use  of  the  house  making  the  order. — 
Fehruani  9,  1829. 

19.  No  spirituous  liquors  shall  be  offered  for  sale  or  exhibited  within 
the  Capitol,  or  on  the  public  grounds  adjacent  thereto. — September  18, 
1837. 

20.  A  committee,  consisting  of  three  members  of  the  Senate  and 
three  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  shall  be  chosen  by 
their  respective  houses,  which  shall  constitute  a  Committee  on  Printing, 
which  shill  have  power  to  adopt  such  measures  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  to  remedy  any  neglect  or  delay  on  the  part  of  the  contractor 
to  execute  the  work  ordered  by  Congress,  and  to  make  a  pro  rata  re- 
duction in  the  compensation  allowed,  or  to  refuse  the  work  altogether, 
should  it  be  inferior  to  the  standard;  and  in  all  cases  the  contractor  and 
his  securities  shall  be  responsible  for  any  increased  expenditure  con- 
sequent upon  the  non-performance  of  the  contract.  The  committee 
shall  audit  and  pass  upon  all  accounts  for  printing;  but  no  biU  shall  be 
acted  upon  for  work  that  is  not  actually  executed  and  delivered,  and 
which  tney  may  require  to  be  promptly  authenticated. — Joint  resolution 
{second  section)  of  the  1st  session  29th  Congress, 

21.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  the  Committee  on  Printing  to  report  at 
any  time. — (1^^  session  SOth  Congress.) 

22.  After  six  days  from  the  commencement  of  a  second  or  subsequent 
session  of  Congress,  all  bills,  resolutions  or  reports  which  originated  in 
either  house,  and,  at  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  session,  remained 
undetermined  in  either  house,  shall  be  resumed  and  acted  on  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  an  adjournment  had  not  taken  place.

The  Speaker  having  announced  that  no  quorum  had  voted  on  the 
pending  motion, 

Mr.  Alexander  H.  Stephens  demanded  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  Speaker  decided,  in  conformity  with  his  decision  at  the  last  ses- 
sion, and  which  was  sustained  by  the  House,  that  less  than  a  quorum 
could  not  act  upon  a  demand  for  the  yeas  and  nays,  any  more  than 
upon  any  other  business ;  and  consequently  that  the  demand  for  the 
yeas  and  nays  was  not  now  in  order.  He  thought  that,  taking  the 
clause  of  the  constitution  authorizing  "one-fifth  of  the  members  present 
to  cause  the  yeas  and  nays  to  be  entered  on  the  journal,"  in  connexion 
with  that  requiring  "a  majority  of  the  members  to  constitute  a  quorum 
to  do  business,"  it  was  clearly  intended  that  the  "members  present," 
one-fifth  of  whom  may  order  the  yeas  and  nays,  should  amount  to  a 
quorum.  It  would  be  different  if  the  pending  motion  was  to  adjourn 
or  for  a  caU  of  the  House,  as  less  than  a  quorum  is  competent  to  act 
upon  either  of  those  motions.

Mr.  Gorman  moved  that  the  House  adjourn;  which  motion  was  dis- 
agreed to.

orders  of  the  day. 

The  Speaker  decided  that  the  only  effect  of  the  pendency  of  a  motion 
to  commit  when  the  House  passes  from  the  consideration  of  a  bill,  is 
to  make  the  biU  first  in  order  when  that  class  of  business  to  which  it 
belongs  is  again  reached.  The  proper  inquiry,  then,  is,  to  what  class 
of  business  on  the  Speaker's  table  does  this  bill  belong?  The  27th  rule 
describes  the  5th  class  of  business  as  follows,  viz: 

5th.  Bills  of  the  House  and  from  the  Senate  on  the  Speaker's  table, 
on  their  engrossment,  or  on  being  ordered  to  a  third  reading,  to  be  taken 
up  and  considered  in  the  order  of  time  in  which  they  passed  to  a  second 
reading. 

This  contains  a  literal  description  of  this  biU  after  its  second  reading, 
viz:  a  "Senate  bill  on  being  ordered  to  a  third  reading;"  and  unless 
the  effect  of  a  motion  to  commit  be  to  take  a  bill  out  of  its  clasg,  instead 
of  making  \i  first  in  its  class,  the  5th  is  certainly  the  class  to  which  it 
still  belongs. 

So  far  as  relates  to  the  58th  rule,  and  its  effect  upon  the  bill,  the 
Chair  is  very  clear  in  his  opinion  that  its  operation  would  be  to  place 
the  bill  in  a  less  prominent  position,  viz:  in  tne  orders  of  the  day,  which 
can  only  be  reacned  after  all  the  classes  of  business  on  the  Speaker's 
table  are  disposed  of.

Mr.  John  G.  Davis  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  so  as  to  ena- 
ble the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  to  report  back  lo  the  House  the 
bill  of  the  House  (No.  340)  "  for  the  adjustment  of  sales  and  locations 
conflicting  with  swamp-land  locations ;"
